SHE KILLED HERSELF 


Beautiful Mrs Ruiz Puts a 
Bullet in Her Breast 
in London, 


HER WAME: MENTIONED 


IN VANDERBILT DIVORCE 


Alleged She Took Her Life Be- 
cause Another Woman Had 
Supplanted Her in Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s' Love—Vander- 
bilt Can’t Be Found in 
London. 


London, June 13.—Several Sunday 
papers print long accounts of what 
they call the mysterious case of Mary 
Agnes Ruiz, the beautiful woman, who 
committed suicide in this city on May 
16. They lay particular stress upon 
the suppression of news of the inquest 
and her relations with an American 
multi-millionaires 

Lloyd's Weekly News attributes the 
woman's suicide to her “mad infatua- 
tion for Mr. A. G, Vanderbilt,” and 
charges that the English reporters 
present at the inquest were bribed to 
refrain from mentioning the case. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury 
was “suicide while of unsound mind,” 

Charles F. Williamson, of Paris, who 
settled the affairs and paid a large 
staff at Mre. Ruiz’s Grosvenor street 
establishment, was the first witness at 
the inquest. He identified the body, 
and testified that he had acted as her 
agent. She was the wife of a wealthy 
Cuban, from whom she had separated. 
Lately, he said, she had been in ill 
health and depressed, and had declared 
that she was tired of life. 


She Had Been Depressed. 

Miss Elizabeth Caney, who was the 
companion of Mrs. Ruiz since last Jan- 
uary, testified that Mrs. Ruiz had been 
very depressed at times, and took 
tabloids for insomnia. She kept a re-

LIVEN BACKSET

Unconstitutional, Reporgs 
Special Master. 


Report of Frank Callaway Will 
Figure Monday in the Hear- 
ing of Petition for Injunction 
Filed by the Seaboard Air 
Line Railroad. 


Frank E. Callaway, specia] master 
in the Seaboard Air Line case, yester- 
day submitted ‘to the United States 
circuft ‘court his report on the head- 
light bill, a legislative enactment 
known in southern railroad world as 
the Tift measure. 

And in his report the special master 
sustains the contentions of Receivers 
Warfield and Williams, of that rail- 
road line, in the state that, so far as 
the facts go, the law is not feasible. 

During the session of the legisla- 


ture Representative Tift introduced al 


bill requiring all the railroads within 
the state to install electric headlights, 
the kind and capacity being fully de- 
scribed in the bill. The act was to 
become effective July 1, 1909. Some 
months ago Receivers Warfield and 
Williams asked the féderal court for 
an injunction against the bill, set- 
ting up in that petition the great in- 
conveniences to which, they asserted, 
the road would be subjected by its 
enforcement, When the papers were 
presented to Judge Pardee, of the fed- 
eral circuit court, he referred the en- 
tire matter to Special Master Calla- 
way, directing him to make an in- 
vestigation of the facts and report the 
result of his work on June 12, so that 
the court might have complete pos- 
session of all: the information . bearing 
on the case before the date fixed by 
him to determine whether or not the 
injunction asked for should be 
granted.

Proposes Permanent Loan Fund 
Through Bond Issue fo Meet 
Deficit in Schoo! Fund 


WOULD LOAN 10 SCHOOLS 
AND PAY BACK IN FALL 


This Way Georgia Can 
Meet Her Obligations to the 
School Teachers Promptly 
Without Increase in Taxa- 
tion or Closing the Public 
Schools. 


Elberton, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)— 
Governor-elect Joseph M. Brown was 
given a splendid reception by the 
people of Elbert county here today, 
hundredg gathering from every section 
to extend him welcome. 

In his address, which was well re- 
ceived and warmly applauded, the gov- 
ernor-elect suggested a splendid plan 
for the relief of the school teachers of 
Georgia, many of whom now have to 
wait for months for the money which 
is due them. 

Governor-elect Brown proposes” a 
bond issue of approximately $600,000, 
which, he shows, can be floated on a 
2 per cent basis, used to pay the 
teachers ‘in the spring and summer, 
and reimbursed in the fall when taxes 
are paid. Provisiog may algo  0be 
made for the gradual retirement of 
the bonds without increased taxation. 

Governor-elect Brown stated that 
he would embody this suggestion in 
his first message to the general as- 
sembly, and urge its prompt adoption,

toil with their hands. This was one 
of the things he fought for during the 
campaign.

Paris, June 12.—Jose de J. Paul, who, 
yesterday, was removed from. the 
diplomatic service by the Venezuelan 
government, issued a statement to- 
night, saying that, inasmuch as his 
diplomatic mission abroad had been 
completed, he deemed it a favorable 
moment to point out that the Gomez 
government had come into power at a 
critical moment in Venezuelan his- 
tory. .

Pritchett, of the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Téaching, gave out here today 4 letter 
outlining in detail the reasons for the 
recent action of the foundation in 
dropping George Washington univer- 
sity, of Washington, D. C., from_ the 
benefits of the foundation. 

Mr. Pritchett’s letter reiterates that 
one of the reasons was the retirement 
of two of the institution's professors 
without warning, thus depriving them 
of the benefits which they would have 
received later through the Carnegie 
teachers’ pension fund, and says, in 
addition,: that the unfversity'’s latest 
financial statefnent showed a produc- 
tive endowment of $125,600; as against 
one of $219,832 reported in 1907, 

The rules of the Carregie Founda- 
tion require an institution, to be en- 
titled to the privileges of the retiring 
allowance system, to have a produc- 
tive endowment of not less than $200,- 
000.

Muscogee. Grand Jury 
_ Makes ‘Recommendation. 


In Presentments It Advises the 
Issuance of Bonds to Make 
the County Roads Equal to 
the Best in the United 
States. 


Columbus, Ga., June 12.—(Specia!.)— 
A million’dollar bond issue for road 
improvement’ in Muscogee county was 
recommended by the grand jury in its 
general. presentments.today. Their re- 
port, which is the longest and ‘proba- 
bly the ntost thorough ever submitted 
by a jury in this county, occupying 
twenty typewritten pages, deals ex- 
haustively with the subject of good 
roads. The condition of all the county 
roads is described in detail. and the 
need -of systematic improvements 
pointed out. 

The grand jury recommends that the 
best authorities to be had in the United 
States be.employed to govern the 
roads, .straighten them and improve 
the grades where necessary, all this 
data being filed at the court house. 

“To furnish means,” says the pre- 
sentment, “‘to follow the advice of such 
road authorities in building the roads 
in MuscOgee county equal to the best 
in the United States: within a reason- 
able time, we recommend that the 
county commissioners, if they think it 
wise or necessary, call an election au- 
thorizing the issuance of bonds for $1,- 
000,000, or such amount thereof as may 
be necessary. We attach herewith a 
letter from the solicitor general stat- 
ing that such action would be legal, 
the county being authorized on proper 
procedure to issue bonds to 7 per 
cent of the taxable value of the county, 
which in 1908 amounted to $1,558,502.”

half-way in the effort to build a fine 
highway between the two cities that 
would be a blessing to trade and com- 
merce and a convenience to everything 
on wheels, from an ox cart to an au- 
tomobile. 

As a matter of fact, they are willing 
to meet them more than half-way, 
literally, as well as figuratively, but 
this H&rdly seems necessary, as the 
Atlanta. delegation has shown the 
same commendable spirit, and as a 
matter of fact, will come over half 
the distance from Atlanta to Columbus 
in order to hold a good roads con- 
ference. : 

Meriwether White Sulphur Springs 
has been suggested as a mutually con- 


venient meeting point, and it is more} 


than probable that the conference of 
the Atlanta and Columbus good roads 
enthusiasts will be held there. There 
has been correspondence on the sub- 
ject, ‘although really but little was 
required, as all concerned are so en- 
thused over the subject and are 
willing to do their full part and more 
than that, almost any suggestion in 
reason would have been readily 
adopted. 
Routes Already Inspected. 

Following their conference, the del- 
egations from the two cities will pro- 
ceed to personally inspect some of the 
suggested routes. As a matter of fact, 
some of the Columbus autoists have 
already, in an informal way, been 
making pathfinding expeditions  be- 
tween the two cities, and they have 
accumulated experiences as well as 
ideas, which will, no doubt, be valu- 
able to the Atlanta delegation. Co- 
lumbus good roads enthusiasts are not 
definitely committed as yet to any 
particular route, but as a matter of 
fact the one via Hamilton, Chipley, 
White Sulphur Springs, Greenville, 
Newnan and s0 on, commends itself 
to them highly. 

Perhaps the greatest enthusiasm of 
any point along any of the proposed 
routes between Columbus and Atlan- 
ta is at Chipley, where a _ rousing 
mass meeting was held. The people 
there are very much aroused on the 
subject of good roads, and a strong 
committee of representative and influ- 
ential citizens was appointed to push 
the matter. Chipley wants the Colum- 
bus-Atlanta highway to come that 
way, by all means. 

There is another proposed 
somewhat to the east of the  ohe 
above described, however, whose 
claims will be pushed prominently 
forward. This route, roughly speak- 
ing, follows in a general way the 
course of the Southern railway. The 
people there are becoming aroused to 
the importance of securing such ‘a 
model road as is proposed between the 
two cities, and concerted action may 
be taken in the course of the next 
week. 

When the party of pathfinders from 
Atlanta come to Columbus they will 
be most cordially welcomed. This 
city realizes fully the scope and im- 
portance of the movement inaugurated 
by The Constitution, and will co- 
operate. Muscogee county may vote 
in the course of the next few months 
on a big bond issue for road im- 
provement—such an élection is al- 
ready hinted at—and the good roads 
campaign inaugurated by The Consti- 
tution is most helpful and its educa- 
tional value is thoroughly recognized.

to the people. The suggestion was 
well received here, 
Governer Brown's Pian. 
Dealing with this subject, Goverhor- 
elect Brown said: 


“One of the matters of greatest con- 
cern to the future welfare and pros- 
perity of our gtate is the proper sup- 
port and maintenance of our common 
school system. While it is by no 
means a perfect system, we should 
not lose interest in it, but should care- 
fully adopt such means and plans as 
may be necessary for its betterment. 
One of the greatest drawbacks is our 
manner of paying the teachers. The 
State is one year behind in making 
these payments, that is to say, in the 
main, the money for paying teachers’ 
salaries for this year will not be col- 
fected until the latter part of Decem- 
ber, when the taxes are paid into the 
treasury. 

“Our teachers are faithful servants 
of the people AND SHOULD BE PAID 
WITH THE SAME REGULARITY AS 
THE STATE PAYS ALL OF HER 
OTHER OFFICERS. All agree as to 
this proposition. It has been before 
the pubilc for many years, with the 
result that our teachers have received 
fair promises, but not prompt  pay- 
ments. They alone have been denied 
the benefits of that governmental 
key-word, equality. 

“It does seem to me that the appli- 
cation of a few business ideas might 
relieve the situation and accomplish 
the desired end. The teacher alone of 
all the officers of the state is required 
to discount his or her salary account 
against the state and lose from 8 to 
<) per cent. This is a great wrong 
upon these officials and one we would 
aliow no business man to perpetrate 
upon his employees. 

Should Cateh Up at Once. 

“I suggest that we take at once the 
necessary steps to catch up with our 
school fund and pay every public 
teacher in Georgia his or her salary 
monthly. It is impracticable for us 
to collect in one year the necessary 
sum from taxation and accomplish 
this result, and it would be almost 
crimiral for us to stop the schools of 
Georgia to enable us to catch up with 
our funds. What, then, must we do? 
What will first suggest itself to every 
business man who calmly con- 
siders this condition should be 
confronted with like conditions 
In his own business affairs? He 
would at once take the necessary steps 
to raise the money by the use of his 
credit. I propose that we handle in 
like manner for the state and for the 
teachers the situation that now con- 
fronts us, and utilize the credit of the 
State to relieve the condition. The 
legisiature at its coming session 
should propose and submit to the peo- 
ple of this state an amendment to the 
constitution authorizing the issuance of 
about $600,000 of bonds, the proceeds 
of which should be used to create A

REPORT MADE 
ON UNIVERSITY 


Several Suggestions by 
Board of Visitors. 


Need System of Inspectors for 
Dormitories — Recommend 
Increase in Salary for Mem- 
bers of Faculty—Praise the 
Work at University Farm. 


Athens, Ga. June 12.—(Special.)— 
The board of visitors rendered their 
report this afternoon as follows: 

“To the Honorable Board of Trus- 
tees of the University of Georgia. Gen- 
tlemen: . 

“The board oF visitors appointed by 
the governor to make suggestions and 
recommendations upon the condition 
and management of the university, 
begs leave to submit the following re- 
port: - 

“The board assembled in Athens 
Monday, June 7, and has been busy 
since that date in endeavoring con- 
scientiously to perform the duties en- 
trusted to it. We have inspected the 
various buildings and the university 


farm, attended exercises, read exami- |, 


nation papers, talked to students and 
interviewed the heads of departments 
concerning the work of the institu- 
tion. 

“We found the class rooms and labo- 
ratories in reasonably good condition. 
They are cleanly and neatly kept, well 
lighted, etc. 

Inspect Dormitories. 

“The conditions in regard to the 
dormitories, however, are not all that 
might be expected. We feel that 
there should be greater restraint 
thrown around occupants, and we sug- 
gest that a system of inspectors be 
established under the direction 
either of the commandant or some 
member of faculty—possessing ple- 
nary power. The importance of this 
cannot be overestimated. The sani- 
tary arrangements in Candler hall 
should also be bettered. 

“For the condition and management 
of Denmark hall we have only words 
of commendation. The fare is excel- 
lent, well cooked and properly served. 
We know of no more important part 
of the university’s activities than this 
establishment, which provides board 
at the amazingly low price of $9 per 
month. That it is appreciated is evi- 
denced by the fact that more than 200 
students availed themselves of its ad- 
vantages this year. 

“The university farm, consisting of 
some 900 acres, is for the most part in 
cultivation under the direction of 
faculty of agriculture, headed by 
President Soule. We cannot com- 
mend too highly the work of this de- 
partment. 

University Farm. 

“In addition to the maintenance of 
this practical farm, this body operates 
a model experiment farm and a model 
dairy. The faeulty of this department 
keeps in intimate touch with the farm- 
ers of the state, making Known to 
them the newest ideas in agriculture 
end offering suggestions wherever and| 
whenever. called upon. When it is 
considered that no fewer than 15,000 
letters have been answered by them 
during the past year, some idea can 
be gathered as to the enormity of 
the work and its importance to the 


“Under the guidance of Chancellor 
Barrow, the university has had a most 
prosperous year. This distinguished 
son of Georgia seems ever to grow in 
the love and esteem of those with 
whom he comes in contact. The im- 
pressions made upon us by the students 
was thoroughly favorable. Their de - 
portment, both on campus and in town, 
is most commendable. The treatment 
accorded us by each member of the 
faculty was courteous. They were 
eager to discuss their Jans and an- 
swered all questions frankly. In re- 
gard to the various departments, we 
make the following recommendations: 

English. 

“While no.department is more im- 
portant, we believe that none has been 
better conducted than that of English. 
The enrollment in this department this 
year has been three hundred and nine- 
ty-nine. In our opinion, it is asking 
too much of three men to give this 
number of students the attention they 
deserve. We recommend, therefore, 
that the work in public speaking be 
made a separate part of the work in 
English, and that a tutor be appointed 
to take charge of same, his duties to 
include also the supervision of liter- 
ary societies. In this way the univer- 
sity will be better able to hold the 
enviable position it has won under Pro- 
fessor Park in the southern intercol- 
legiate debating world. 

Physics, Electrical Engineering and 
Botany. 

“In these departments the crying 
need is for more modern equipment. 
The recent developments in these sci- 
ences render new equipment an abso- 
lute necessity, and we therefore con- 
cur in the recommendation made by 
the professors for this new library and 


apparatus equipment. 
Romance Languages. 

“The increased work in this depart- 
ment incident to the possible substitu-; 
tion of French and German for Greek 
by A.B. students renders an assistant 
absolutely necessary. We, therefore, 
recommend the appointment of a tutor 
as assistant to Professor. Lustrat. 

Secondary Education. 

“We commend the efforts of Profes- 
sor Stewart in the establishment and 
supervision of secondary high schools 
and note with pleasure the fact that a 
school must not only work to obtain 
this recognition, but must also work 
to hold it. 

Civil Engineering. 

“We find the department of civil en- 
gineering at a high state of efficiency. 
The large amount of practical work 
provided by this department gives to 
the students a character of instruction 
not frequently met with. We commend 
the efforts of Professor Strahan in his

“The condition of athletics is most 
wholesome. Under direction of Pro- 
fessor Sanford the schedules are so 
arranged as to carry teams away from 
Athens most infrequently, with the re- 
sult that the few interruptions thus 
incurred are almost harmless. The 
excellent scholastic standing main- 
tained by athletes is a fit commentary 
upon the university's system in this 
sag ayy connection we regret the 
continual absence of a well-equipped 
gymnasium, under a competent and 
efficient director, and urge that the ef- 
forts made in that direction be given 
every encouragement by ‘your body. 
This is one of the most pressing needs 
of the university. 

The Increase of Salary. 


“The increased cost ofliving now as 
compared with that of a few years 
gince, caused the board to make an 
inquiry of its own accord concerning the 
financial condition of the professors. 
The results were most astounding. It 
developed that few of the instructors 
were able to maintain themselves on 
their present salary. One member of 
faculty stated that since his connec- 
tion with the university he had spent 
in living $3,000 more than he had re- 
ceived from the state, and another 
testified that he had practically given 
up hope of ever getting out of debt, 
while a third stated that it was abso- 
lutely necessary for him to take board- 
ers in his home in order to make both 
ends meet. This state of affairs is 
most deplorable. The social demands 
made upon these men are many. The 
state owes it to herself to see to it 
that these gentlemen who are giving 
their heart, souls and life to the young 
Georgians entrusted to them, should at 
least be given a living income. We 
must earnestly request, therefore, that 
your body interest itself in this par- 
ticular. We recommend increasing 
along every line. 

“In eonclusion we desire to express 
the opinion that the university is now 
entering upon the period of the great- 
est usefulness to the state. The 
School of Agricultural is doing a great 
practical work, bringing immediate re- 
sults. We most respectfully urge, 
however, that imovortant as these ma- 
terial results may be, they should not 
be permitted completely to over- 
shadow the literary side of our activi- 
ties. The university is the repository 
of culture, and as such deserves, first 
of all, the heartiest encotlrragement of 
dts intellectual forces.

Our Early Painters. 

Naturally the early painters in colo- 
nial times were immigrants. They 
were for the most part men whose 
names have long since perished and 
were probably of little account even 
in their own Way We picture these 
men with their paint boxes and rolls 
of canvas packed upon their knap- 
sacks, trudging up hill and down dale, 
begging an occasional ride, putting up 
at road inns and painting a new sign 
to settle the landlord's score. As late, 
by the way, as 1788 Matthew Pratt, a 
resident painter of Philadelphia, found 
signboards as profitable a subject as 
portraita. 

Benjamin West may be reckoned the 
earliert of native-born American 
painters, for, although his birth oc- 
curred in 1738, a year after that of 
John Singleton Copley, his rise to no- 
tice preceded the latter's. West, in 
fact, began by being an infant prodigy 
and never quite got over #t. It was a 
remarkable fact in itself that an art- 
ist should be born of a Quaker family 
in a little Pennsylvania settlement, 
amid the rigors of frontier life, and 
that without any known encourage- 
ment from his family and surround- 
ings the child at six years old should 
have unmistakably shown artistic 
tendencies.

The following year some 
Indians showed him how to make red 
and yellow colors, while his mother 
allowed him to dip into her indigo tub 
and even mad@e a brush for him from 
the fur of the cat. With these rude 
materials he executed some colored 
drawings that attracted the attention 
of a Mr, Pennington, of Philadelphia 
who presented him with a real box of 
paints and some engravings after Ital- 
jan pictures. He made such rapid 
progress that before he was 12 years 
old he was practicing as a profession- 
al portrait painter in Phila elphia. By 
the time he was 22 he had saved 
enough money to visit Rome, whither 
his fame had preceded him. Three 
years latér he reached London and 
was received with an enthusiasm that 
at once launched him into a success 
which only grew greater as the years 
went by Finally he was elected pres- 
ident of the Floyal Academy and held 
this position until his death, when a 
great public funeral was given to his 
remains in St. Paul's Cathedral.

Tricks of Memory. 

The average person does not use 
| more than 3,000 words in writing and 
speaking, and the professional writ- 
ers’ supply seldom exceeds 5,000, yet 
Victor Hugo commanded 8,000 at will. 
Cuvier, the French naturalist, and 
Louis Agassiz, the Swiss szooologist, 
could promptly give the names, ac- 
cording to careful estimates, of over 
5,000 animals, in addition to the ordi- 
nary words they knew. Dr. Asa Gray, 
the great botanist of Harvard, knew 
8,000 plants. by name and at sight, and 
the late Dr. Joseph Leidy, for many 
years president of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences of Philadelphia, was 
able to use at will 25,000 words—this 
vocabulary embracing what he knew 
of four languages, including English, 
medicine, geography, geology and a 
general science, together with a large 
number of technical words. 

If we investigate and compare cer- 
tain feats of memory, we are tempted 
to believe what has often been aver- 
red, that while memory may be, as 
Dr. Johnson pute it, “the primary and 
fundamental power without which 
there could be no other intellectual 
operation,” yet it does not belong to 
the higher mental processes, is a fac- 
ulty rather than « function of the 
mind, and may be abnormally de- 
veloped in a brain which gives no 
other indication of strength. The fa- 
mous Antonio Magliabechi, of Filor- 
ence, knew by sight every book in his 
reat collection: and it is further re- 
lated that a gentleman, to test his 
memory, lent him a manuscript, and, 
after its return, pretended it was lost, 
whereupon Magaliawechi repeated its 
entire contents. A modern instance in 
kind is that of Mr. Spofford, for so 
many years the librarian of Congress, 
whose familiarity with the contents of 
the great library is startling. Yet we 
should always keep in mind the negro 
‘boy Willian Ash, wno was employed in 
a New York book store. It was claimed 
for him that, having grown up among 
the books there, he could indicate the 
place of every volume in stock, though 
the classification 1s complicated and 
the books numbered by the thousand. 

Liebnitz knew the Aenid by heart: 
the Duke of Cermvuneta could recite 
the whole of Dante's “Divine Comedy;” 
Dr, Leyden could repeat a long public 
document after reaamng it once; Dau- 
guesan once startled Boleau by ‘recit- 
ing a satire read to him for the first 
time. But such gifts are not alone the 
property of the learned. If the Rev. 
William Cullen Hicks, a revivalist well 
known in Kentucky, does nothing else 
to perp \tuate his name, he may be res- 
cued from oblivion by his extraordi- 
nary mémory, whi he has exercised 
with Holy Writ. Thése who have heard 
him claim that, excepting the Psalms, 
he can recite the Bible verbatim, be- 
ginning at any passage in any chap- 
ter. Dr. Adam Clark had from boy- 
hood a memory so retentive that after 
listening to a sermun for an hour he 
could not only repeat it word for word, 
but accompany the delivéry with the 
gestures used by the preacher imitat- 
ing his voice and manner. One fa in-

New York, June !2.—Tweo fifty-dollar 
gold pieces struck from the United 
States mint at Philadelphia in {877 
were sold at the Numismatic Club to 
William H. Woodin, a wealthy collec- 
tor, of this city, for $10,000 each, the 
highest price ever paid for an Ameri- 
can coin, Both were perfect speci- 
mens. : 

Fifty-dollar gold pieces were struck 
from octagonal private Gites during the 
early mining days in California, but 
so far as is known to numismatists, 
the two pieces sold yesterday after- 
noon are the only ones of this de- 
nomination ever minted by the gov-

FOUR FACTORIES 


Damage Is About $50,000. 
4.000 Bales of Cotton 
Were Burned. 


Four manufactories at and near the 
corner of Irwin and Sampson streets 
early yesterday morning were destroy- 
ed by fire, occasioning a loss of approx- 


imately $50,000. 
The losses were distributed as fol- 


lows: 

The Southeastern mills, $15,090 to

SCHOOL CHILDREN 
BADLY DEPRAVED 


Doctor Tells of Condi- 
tions in New York. 


Dr. McNicoll Alleges Historic 
Depravity of Ancient Sodom 
Is Being Reproduced — 58 
Per Cent of Children Drink. 


New York, June 12.—In a statement 
Dr. T. A. McNicoll, of this city, reiter- 
ates over his signature all his recent 
estimates of the depravity of school 
children in New York city. 

As originally reported, his paper, 
which was read at Atlantic City before 
the American Medical Society for the 
Study of Alcohol and Other Narcotics, 
caused much indignation and many de- 
nials here. But Dr. McNicoll says to- 
night that his conclusions were drawn 
after studying thirty thousand chil- 
dren of all ages. 

He did not wish them to have pub- 
licity, he adds, But since they have at- 
tained it, he feels that they should be 
set forth as he would have them. 

His stugies, he says, “reveal condi- 
tions existing in some sections of our 
great American metropolis, that par- 
allel the historic depravity of ancient 
Sodom.” 

The statement says further of the 
children. 

“Fifty-eight per cent drink some 
form of alcoholic beverage occasional- 
ly or at regular intervals; 37 per cent 
drink one glass of beer a week to five 
giasses of beer a day; 21 per cent 
drink wine or spirits. In some groups,” 
he concludes, “the percentage of occa- 
sional and regular drinkers runs as 
high as 79; of those attending school 
46 per cent are backward in their 
studies.”

ADDRESS BY MRS. PICKETT 
PRAISED BY BOSTON PAPER 


(From The Boston Post.) 


Standing on the platform at Tre- 
ment Temple yesterday forenoon, Mrs. 
La Salle Corbell Pickett, widow of the 
brave Confederate major general, 
George E. Pickett, who led the unsuc- 
charge on the Union lines at 
Gettysburg, recited the Southern ver- 
sion of that most famous battie in 
American history. 

As she stood there, 
the sea of faces which 
fice from pit to dome, she trembled 
with emotion. An& well she might, 
for the applause which greeged her ap- 
pearance shook the building. 

Gray-hatred veterans, against whose 
bayonet Pickett had flung his forces 
in an effort to turn the tide of battle, 
stood up in their seats and cheered 
the white-haired widow of the leader 
they had repulsed. 

The action of the battle-scarred vet- 
erans aroused the rest of the vast au- 
dience, and tn a few moments all were 
on their feet cheering the lone figure 
standing on the edge of the platform. 
In the top gallery 1,000 school 
dren waved American flags, 
added to the inspiring scene. 

Mrs. Pickett was déeply affected, for 
it was the greatest reception ever 
tendered to a woman in this city 

Marks Epoch in Post’s History. 

Her presence on the platform mark- 
ed an epoch in the history of Edward 
W. Kinsley Post.113, G. A. RR. whose 
guest she was, for the purpose of de- 
livering the oration at the memorial 
service. 

Besides Mrs. Pickett, the Kinsley 
post had the assistance of 1,000 pub- 
lic school children and a chorus from 
the East Boston High school, who 
sang patriotic airs with tremendous 
effect.

the war Mrs. Pickett was 
“the child bride of the Con- 
federacy.”’ As she stepped to the for- 
ward part of the platform she pre- 
sented a striking appearance. Rather 
tall and stately, she was a much 
younger-appearing woman than was 
expected, despite her snow-white hair 
which showed in great contrast to the 
jet black garment she wore. 

After the applause ceased Command- 
er Wales stepped forward and  pre- 
sented her with a large bouquiet in 
the center of which was formed the 
Stars and Stripes, while the badge of 
the Confederacy and that of the G. A. 
R., were worked on either side. 
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After completing her address, Mrs. 
Pickett was tendered another ovation 
and was compelled to bow repeatedly 
in response to the applause. 

Mrs. Pickett, during her address, de- 
pended entirely upon Memory, and her 
delivery was very effective. While 
she went into great detail, mentionin 
the names of Confederate leaders an 
little incidents which occufred during 
the battle, she held the audience 
spellbound. 

She said in part: 

“In the spring of '63 the Confederacy 
had risen to its highest success, while 
the northern army had receded. The 
Army of Northern Virginia had a com- 
mander tried and true, and General 
Lee set out on the greatest object of 
his life, the invasion of the North, 
One victory on Northern soil would 
supply the South with all its wants. 
On his success or failure the action of 
kings dependéd. 

“The English House of Parliament 
bad turned tts commercial eve west- 
ward. Napoleon was looking forward 
to see the flag of the Confederacy

over Washington. But it veas not for 
any love of the South. Spain had alse 
‘sent friendly greetings to the Confed- 
eracy. 

“Across the open field they marched, 
while from Seminary Ridge came & 
deadly fire. Pickett’s men fell like 
rain. On and on they moved toward 
the ridge, officers and men falling 
from the hail of bullets. The fence 
was a momentary obstruction and 
hundreds of cannons poured  sghot 
while they éelimbed over it, 

“While their comrades dropped in 
death agony about them and. shots 
poured overhead, they heard orders of 
superiors: ‘Halt, front on line, right 
dress!’ Pickett’s men again took up 
the death march. Across the field 
could be seen the long line of men 
crossing at double quick, their bayo- 
nets glistening in the sun. 

"Faster, faster: we are almost 
there,’ cried Garner, above the battle 
roar, and he went down. The order 
ran: ‘Close up, boys, and follow.’ : 
_ “Of Pickett’s brigade, 3,476 of the 
5,000 had gone down in that terrible 
charge. After the battle General Lee 
said: ‘You have done great work: it ts 
an honor to be in Pickett’s brigade.’ 
General Pickett replied: BP have done 
nothing; my men piled up over there 
did it.’ 

So ended the greatest charge in mar- 
tial history. 

“Sometime later, when General 
Pickett was asked who was respon- 
sible for the logs of the battle, he re- 
plied: ‘I think the Yankees had some- 
thing to do with it.’”’

WORK OF MISS KENYON | 
AMONG | MILL OPERATIVES 


By Isma 


The plans being formulated by the 
Womans’ Auxiliary of the welfare de- 
partment, National Civic Federation, 
and continuous question about what is 
being done to ameliorate the  condl- 
tions of the people in the southern 
mills, makes timely = anh interesting 
story of any phase of welfare work 
being done either by the mill owner, 
individually, by organizations in 
which the mill owners cooperate, or 
by those who are permitted to work 
with the mill people, independently. 

The welfare work of one woman in 
one mill was the very § interesting 
story of Miss Clarissa Hamilton Ken- 
yon, who passed through the city re- 
cently, en route to her home in Ken- 
tucky. 

She spent this year at the Monogan 
mill, Greenville, 8. C., where that very 
well-known and progressive citizen of 
South Carolina, Thomas J. Parker, is 
president of the millsg. 

Mr. Parker is a member of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation, and is inaugu- 
rating a most rational system of wel- 
fare work among his operatives. He 
finds out what they themselves wish. 
and then cooperate in any movement 
them in this ditection, or

Miss Kenyon’s Work. 

Miss Kenyon's work was along one 
line, but one which expresses itself 
through many channels. As a profes- 
trained nurse, she undertook to 
initiate the people in the intelligent 
care of the sick, in the primary laws 
of sanitation and health, and finally 
stimulated their interest in the things 
that tend to make the home comfort- 
able and pleasureable, no matter how 
limited the resources may be. 

The central place through which she 
did welfare work was a substantially 
built, completely equipped building—a 
dispensary located within the mill set- 
tlement, the latter having about 1,800 
or 2,000 inhabitants. 

This dispensary was built and main- 
tained ‘by the Monogan mil! 
and it may be as well to state here 
that Miss Kenvyon's Salary and ex- 
penses were paid by the same source, 
and that the expenses of the dispensa- 
ry and all work done there or through 
that medium were paid by the mill 
owners. 

Soon after her arrival she visited 
the sick among the operatives: visited 
those who had young children, and 
looked into the physical conditions of 
the latter. Then she organizéd a wom. 
an’s club among the women, which 
grew. to a membership of eighty-two 
At periodical meetings she _  talk- 
ed to them about the practical 
things of every-day living: stressed 
the values of cleanliness, fresh air and 
careful cooking, and made her friends 
among the operatives feel’ that she 
was at all times ready to held them

She trained them to keep the win- 
dows Open day and night; to do away 
with the kerosene lamp in the sick 
room, and that fresh food was easy to 
met and écenomical as the concoctions 
in tin cans upon which many people 
depend, even those who have more op- 
portunities than the so-called “mill 
people.” 

She went into the homes of the sick 
and gently remonstrated with them 
in the amount of furniture with which 
they surrounded = themselves. She 
taught them how to bathe the patient, 
to change the bed linen, the importance 
of antiseptic methods, and finally, as

Beside the 
help and instruction given in religious 
matters, through Bible classes, and in- 
structions hinging on uplifting sub- 
jects, and the recreation afforded in 
the reading room, circulating library, 
and gymnasium, there are regular 
classes conducted in cooking, household 
economics, and sewing. Four young 
women, trained for the purpose, repre- 
sent the Young Woman's Christian 
Association in this work.

The infant colony on the banks of 
the Savannah was very dear to the 
philanthropic and high souled Ogle- 
thorpe who had founded jt for purely 
benevolent purposes. 

Born a loyalist, educated at Oxford, 
a cavalier, a soldier, a member of 
parliament, a. high ‘churchman, the 
magnanimity ‘of his enterprise was 
hightened by the fact that he did not 
believe in the equality of men, but had 
all the aristocrat’s inherent belief in 
caste and in the rights and privileges 
of rank. A man of warm sympathies, 
far sighted, brave and chivalrous, Ogle- 
ehorpe conceived the idea of found- 
ing this refuge for his humble breth- 
ren, inspired by a lofty ideal of his 
duty to protect the weak and sympa- 
thy with the lowly. He had enlisted 
several other noblemen in his plans and 
induced them to unite with him in a 
petition to the King asking for a grant 
of land in “His Majesty’s Province of 
America” where they might colonize 
these worthy but unfortunate people. 

The new colony was given the name 
of Georgia in honor of George II, then 
King of England, who had granted the 
royal charter June 9, 1732. 

Debtor Prisons Examined. 

The debtor prisons were carefully 
examined and only the worthiest of 
these unhappy people were taken. On 
November 17th the ship Anne weighed 
anchor and dropped down, the Thames 
bearing the company of one hundred 
and thirty persons with Oglethorpe 
at the head, bound for the New World. 
After a long voyage of two months and 
seven days they reached Charleston 
harbor on January 13, 1733, and after 
receiving a hearty welcome from the 
Governor of South Carolina, they landed 
at Beaufort-town and _ rested here 
while Oglethorpe went forth with a 
tow friends to find a site for the new 
colony. 


On February 12, 1733, he took _the 


colonists to. Yamacraw Bluff and here | 


was founded the city named Savannah. 

To this struggling colony made up 
of poor English peasants, augmented 
later by many from Scotland, Switzer- 
land and Germany, who sought for- 
tune and religious freedom in the new 
land, Oglethorpe, the nobleman, sol- 
dier and philanthropist, devoted ten 
years of his Ufe giving his best en- 


fleet of battleships on the coast of 
Spain.” 

Spain then threatened to invade and 
put an‘end to the colony of Georgia, 
whereupon England declared war in 
October, 1739. 

In the meantime Oglethorpe had vis- 
ited England, and had returned with 
a commission as brigadier general, his 
command extending over Georgia and 
South Carolina, and he brought back 
with him to Savannah a regiment of 
600 men. The war, known as King 
George’s war, was now begun. 

Captured Two Forts. 

Oglethorpe, brilliant, daring and im- 
petuous, was in his element as a sol- 
dier. He planned the entire extinction 
of Spanish authority north of the Gulf 
of Mexico. Early in January he made 
a dash into Florida, and captured two 
small forts. He then made up his 
mind to attack St. Augustine itself. 
He made an impassioned plea for aid 
before the assembly at Charleston, and 
by May 1, he was in command of 600 
regulars, 400 volunteers and a body of 
Indian auxiliaries. In May, 1740, he 
left Frederica with 900 mea and 1,100 
Indians. On this expedition he cap- 
tured Fort San Diego, and began a 
siege on St. Augustine. The Spaniards 
were too strong for him, however, 
and after a stubborn fight and many 
discouragements he abandoned the at- 
tack and retreated to Georgia. He 
had lost in this engagement only 50 
men, while the Spanish lost 450 men 
and four forts. : 

Spain now made extensive prepara- 
tions to carry the war northward, in- 
tending to drive the English beyond 
the Savannah. A great fleet of 56 
ships with 7,000 men was fitted out at 
Havana and set sail for St. Augustine. 
Ogiethorpe, hearing of this fleet, has- 
tily collected all the guns, powder and 
cannon in the colony, called together 
his Indians and a regiment of High- 
landers, fortified his camp at Freder- 
ica, and awaited the coming of the 
enemy. In June, 1740, nine of the 
Spanish ships appeared in Amelia 
sound, but were driven away Dy the 
guns of the fort on that island. They 
next appeared.in St. Simons . harbor, 
but Oglethorpe, with six boats and 100 
men, drove them away. At length a 
fleet of 36 vessels with 5,000 men ap-

Georgia Coast Explored. 

Oglethorpe now proceeded to explore 
the coast and the islands south of St. 
Simons. He visited Jekyl Island and 
built a fort on its northern side. 
next island was named for the Duke 
of Cumberland and another was 
named Amelia. Forts were built here 
also and one was built r up the Sa- 
vannah river and called Augusta, for 
one of the royal princesses. This was 
the beginning of the present city of 
Augusta. 

But as the new 


colony grew and 
strenghtened the Spaniards in Florida 
grew more jealous.

History, poetry—especially 
the great epics—painting, music, 

When we enumerate the great books 
that have made man what he is. we 
name the great epics, depicting the 
struggles of great peoples. Why have 
they had such a marvelous influence? 
Because, through the imagination, they 
have fired the soul of man to rise up 
and do something. 

Il have frequently been asked: ‘Is 
it wrong ‘to tell fairy tales?’ No! 
When a ehild, 5 or 6 years old, can, 
with her imagination, see a dozen 
fairies having high carnival 
clover leaf, then the little mind tis able 
and ready to expand. It is an inter- 
esting sight to see the eyes open and 
blink with the contraction and expan- 
sion of the imagination, sweeping out 
beyond the horizon in appreciation of 
stories of the giants that lived beyond 
the seas, and then coming back to the 
littele shadows of fairy life that are 
under the flowers right at her win- 
dow, maybe. Later on, the tales of 
King Arthur and Aesop's Fables lead 
into the great-epics, Moses in Israel, 
Saul, Judas, Maccabeus, the 
Iliad, the Odyssy, ete., ete. They are 
all important in keeping the sou] alive. 

Souls Asleep or Dead. 

Painting is one of the direct means 
of keeping the imagination in practice, 
The painter's eye should be thrice 
keen. He should see with the physical 
eye, analyze with the mental, and feel 
with his spiritual eye. We have often 
seen a beautiful little picture, prob- 
ably a miniature, that seemed to sing. 
Pictures that come from an artist's 
feeling, or from an artist’s soul, should 
be able to sing and talk. We should 
keep our souls so alive that we tan 
hear pictures sing. It is the feeling in 
poetry that makes that study valuable, 
The cultivation of the imagination, or 
feeling, should be the main object in 
the study of poetry.

ging wearily the long day through, 
watching .every messenger for news 
from their loved ones at the front, 
anxious, yet dreading the always ex- 
pected word that some dear one was 
dead. Existing as best they could, 
oftentimes with barely enpugh to keep 
body and soul together, children to 
feed and clothe and teach. Crops to 
be raised to enable them to live, all 
the marual labor and toil of the men 
thrown on the shoulders of the women. 

This battle was fought day 
day ‘in every home in the southland 
during those dark days of 1861 
1865. Numbers of these loyal women 
who could secure release from the 
cares of the home and not being able 
to .longer withstand the longing for 


' news or a sight of some dear face, 


start for thé front to nurse and suc- 
cor those who were sadly in need of 
the touch of a loving hand while lying 
on the field or in the hospitals. 
Monument to Cost $4,000. 

This is the meaning of this monu- 
ment which the city of Rome and 
Floyd county are going to erect at a 
cost of $4,000, promptly raised by pub- 
lic subscription when the word was 
passed along that the women were to 
be remembered. 

The committee, five of the leading 
business men of Rome, took every step 
necessary to the properly carrying out 
and successfully completing a piece 
of work fraught with so much mean- 
ing and built as a work of love. 

Of Georgia Marble. 

Strict investigation, a trip to the 
wonderful quarrias at Tate, Ga., quick- 
Iy proved to the gentlemen of the com- 
mittee that there was nothing to be 
had any better, more beautiful or 
more appropriate than Georgia mar- 
ble for this structure.

Seoul, 1909.—-( Special Correspond- 
ence.)—The Empress of Korea rode 
yesterday in an open carriage through 
the streets of Seoul. She was on her 
way from one of her palaces to an- 
other. She sat beside the emperor on 
the back seat. The sun shone bright, 
her face was unveiled, and all the 
world could see. There were thousands 
of men upon the streets at the time. 
They formed long lines of white 
against the black huts. With their 
big hats and long gowns, their yel- 
low faces were turned straight toward 
her majesty and their almond eyes 
almost popped out in surprise. 

Such an event would mean little in 
any European country. lt marks one

of the most striking changes that are 
going on in Korea. It indicates that ji 
the new woman is on the ground with ' 
both feet, and that from now on the 
sex will gradually make its way UP-, 
ward out of its present state of ‘de 
gradation. Until now, no man outside 
the emperor and the eunuchs of the 
palace has ever seen the features of 
Korean female royalty. When I was 
here twenty years ago a young Amer- 
ican girl had just,icome out to act as 
physician to the queen She was the 
first woman doctor ever known in 
Korea, and her majesty awaited her 
coming rather than have the foreign 
medical missionaries, who were at that 
time all men, examine her. When the 
latter were called in consultation they 
were not allowed to see the queen, 
and when they felt her pulse her hand 
was thrust out through a screen and 
nothing else was shown.

The Korean women are not run- 
abouts. Until now all those of the 
high and middle classes have been 
more secluded than the females of the 
Mohammedan  harems.

Some of the noblest have 
never been outside their own com- 
nounds, and of the middle classes very 
few go out today except in closed 
chairs.

One sees indications 
a changes everywhere, both in city 
and country. Wher I first came here 
the common women and slave girls 
working in the fields. carried cloaks 
with them to shield their faces from 
the men. Some of them turned their 
backs and ran away as | approached. 
On the streets of Seoul those who came 
out more green cloaks over their heads, 
which they held close together in front 
of their faces, leaving only a crack 
for one eye. These cloaks had fiat, 
well ironed sleeves which were border- 
ed with white: The sieeves were mere- 
ly pasted into the garments and were 
not intended for the arms to £0 
through: The cloaks themselves were 
so thin as to be of no value for 
warmth, and they were used only as 
veils. Today the common women use 
the same sort of cloak, but they are not 
held tightly, and one can see a score 
of female faces on any of the main 
streets during any working hour of 
the day. These street women belong 
to the laboring classes. Many of them 
are slaves and they are, as a rile, 
homely, dirty and frowsy. 

So far, the new woman belongs to the 
nobility or the upper classes. She is 
usually the daughter of some yangban

I attended a 
court garden party the other day at 
which many of the royal family were 
present. There were several princes, 
relatives of the emperor, all of his im- 
perial majesty’s cabinet ministers, the 
high Japanese officials and others. The 
foreigners brought their wives and 
they wore, of course, European cos- 
tumes. The Japanese ladies were 
dressed in beautiful kimonos. There 
were in addition about a half dozen 
Korean ladies, some of whom wore 
European dress and the others Korean 
gowns. Such women belong to the ad- 
vanee guard of the new movement. 
They go out on the streets with their 
husbands, and even ride in carriages 
or jinrikishas, always creating a sen- 
sation among the natives when they 
do so. The older men cannot realize 
that a good woman who has been raised 
a Korean would do such a thing, and 
many of them consider the morality of 
the new woman questionable, to say 
the least.

Girls With Diaphonous Skirts. 

As to the elothes the new woman 
wears, these at the present time are 
Strange in the extreme. The Koreans 
have no idea of what the proper for- 
eign dress is; and they appear in the 
most outrageous costumes, thinking 
them correct. For instance, the wife 
of a high Korean official came to an 
afternoon tea at an American house 
this week dressed in a trailing gown 
of gauze tissue, the material of which 
was about the consistency of fine mos- 
quitto netting. The dress was properly 
made, but under it there was almost 
nothing... The woman had petticoats 
which reached only to her knee,.so that 
her pipe-stem legs, clad in black stock- 
ings, could be plainly seen. She had 
on heavy cowhide shoes and a hat of 
the vintage of a dozen years ago. The 
latter was of dingy Straw, trimmed 
down almost to her shoulders. The 
combination was so strange that the 
foreign ladies could hardly keep their 
faces straight as she moved about 
among them. Nevertheless, she was a 
woman of wealth, and money had been 
no object to her in securing the proper 
dress. I doubt not she considered her- 
self more fashionably attired than any 
other lady present. 


Such things occur from ignorance as 
to what the foreign costume is, and 
the shopkeepers here are taking ad- 
vantage of the fact that the women do 
not know. They have for sale a mis- 
cellaneous outfit of bygone clothing 
brought from Shanghai and other 
parts of the east. The hats are of all 
shapes and styles and the dress goods 
are of every outrageous description. 
These things are bought by Korean 
parents for their little children who 
are going to school, quite a number of 
whom are now wearing foreign dress 
and almost all of whom have foreign 
hats. I attended an athletic exhibfi- 
tion of the girls of the public schools 
the other day. It was held in the 
grounds ,f the Mulberry palace and 
about 500 girls with their teachers 
were present. They were all dressed 
in school uniforms, Korean in cut, 
but they wore foreign hats, which 
looked as though they had been fished 
out of the ash barrels of the Bowery. 
They had fiat crowns and broad brims 
and were indescribably ugly. 


The Girls’ Schools. 

The schools which have been estab- 
lished for girls are perhaps the most 
striking evidence of the new woman 
movement. There are many %of these, 
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some run by the missionaries, some 
by the government under the direction 
of the Japanese, and in addition many 
private schools. At this athletic ex- 
hibition the girls ranged in age from 
six to sixteen, and they went 
through their exercises in sight of an 
invited crowd of Koreans of both sex- 
es. Many of them came from well- 
to-do families, and their sisters, cou- 
sins and aunts were present to see 
them. The most of these had cloaks 
or veils of some kind or other over 
their faces, but the girls themselves 
had no such covering and they exer- 
cised without shame. 

In the past, the women of Korea 
have been almost entirely uneducated

nese, however, considered the amount 
too liberal, and, as I uhderstand it, 
they have cut) down the allowance one- 
half, and are now devoting the re- 
mainder to the support of ofher schools 
established by the government. On 
top of all this there was a short rice 
crop last harxest, and, altogether, the 
schools are in much need of more 
money. 


The Slave Girls of Korea. 

As I have said, the new woman 
movement is just at its beginning. I 
doubt if its members can be numbered 
by hundreds. There are certainly less 
than a thousand who have yet attempt- 
ed to throw off the shackles of the old 
customs; and the remainder, number- 
ing millions, are in the same condi- 
tion that the sex has held for many 
generations. The customs vary ac- 
cording to the class to which the girl 
belongs. Korea has a nobility, a mia- 
die class, common people and slaves. 
All of the rich families own hereditary 
Slaves, and the daughter of a slave is 
a slave girl in turn. In the past such 
slaves have béen given away, and it is 
not long since they were sold. When 
the member of a family committed a 
Brave offense against the government, 
the whole family of the guilty one was 
often reduced to slavery. Thid was the 
case with the wife and daughter of 
Kim-Ok-Tun, the rebel who was as- 
sassinated by orders of the King of 
Shanghai some years ago. Quite a 
number of the singing girls are slaves, 
and as such they have been bought end 
sold. Today almost every Korean lady 
has her slaves, who wait upon her and 
do her bidding. I understand that the 
slaves are usually well treated, and 
that most of them would not leave 
their mistresses if they could. 


How the Court Ladies Dress. 

Until just now it has been impossible 
for a foreign man to Know anything 
about the dress of the high Korean‘ 
lady except from hearsay. I attended 
a garden party given by the Red 
Cross Society in the grounds of one 
of the palaces this afternoon, at 


teachers in the girls’ schools, which 
contain th¢ children of the nobility as 
well as other girls, are of the lower 
classes. This is not so of the higher 
school, founded by Lady Om for girls 
of the upper crust. It is composed 
of daughters of the yangban or no- 
bles. There is also a school for girls 
established by this same consort of 
the retired emperor, which has only 
the daughters of the middle class.

About Lady Om. 

Just here I wish to Say a few 
words about Lady Om. Until the ab- 
dictation of the emperor in 1907 she 
was the leading lady of this land, and 
as such did much for her sex. While 
not the empress by actual marriage, 
she was practically 80 to all intents 
and purposes. She is the old emper- 
or’s favorite concubine, or consort, as 
she is called by the Japanese. I un- 
derstand his majesty is true to her, 
and that she allows no others of the 
ladies-in-waiting about the court 
come near him.

‘ One story state 
started in as a hair dresser, but this is 
denied. She is not pretty, but very 
clever, and the Queen of Korea, who 
was assassinated by the Japanese, took 
her up and made much of her. She 
liked her cleverness, and she also liked 
her homely appearance, 3&8 she thought 
that would be an obstacle to any love 
for her on part of the king, Who after- 
wards became emperor. 

As the story goes, the king appreci- 
ated cleverness as well as beauty. He 
cast sheep's eyes at Lady Om, notwith- 
standing the presence of her majesty, 
and, as a result, Lady Om had to flee 
for her life. She left the palace and 
remained away until after the queen 
was assassinated, and then came back 
to be the consort of his majesty. I do 
not know that she herself had &any- 
thing to do with the selection of thé 
crown prince as the succéssor of the 
present emperor ef Korea, but I doubt 
not she aided in the manipulation. This 
boy is only eleven or twelve years of 
age and he was chosen by Prince Ito 
over Prince Euilwha, who was an older 
son of the emperor by another mistress. 
Prince Euiwha is the young fellow 
who ran away from Korea to. the 
United States and received some edu- 
cation there. He first went to school 
at Delaware, Ohio, and afterwards to a 
little academy at Salem, Va. He fully 
expected to be his father’s successor, 
but Prince Ito has set him aside, and 
ihe is now living quietly here. The lit- 
tle prince, the son of Lady Om, is ex- 
ceedingly bright, and he wil) undoubt- 
edly be the next emperor. 

As to Lady Om’s schools, she estab- 
lished these some years ago, and has 
been supporting them out of her prt- 
vate purse. She had plent# of money 
up to the time the old emperor was 
retired, but her funds and those of the 
emperor were then reduced and she has 
now barely enough for her necessities. 
Finding that she could not continue 
the supply for her school from her 
own purse, she made over certain rice 
lands which had been givén to her 
from those belonging to the crown, 
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which several of the high ladies of 
the empress’ court were present 
Among them was a. sister of her 
majesty. They appeared in their court 
gowns, with great gold Pins studded 
with pearls in their hair and with 
gold badges of their rank over their 
foreheads. Each woman had on a short 
Jacket of white or light blue silk 
which reached only half Way to her 
waist, ang below this a very full skirt 
of dark blue silk gauze. which was 
fastened around the body under the 
arms and trailed upon the ground. Ags 
they raised them I could see their 
stockings of padded cotton and their 
low embroidered white or \ilac shoes, 
They were bareheaded, ang their jet 
black locks were put uP in a knot 
which rested far down on the nape of 
the neck. They wore no veils nor face 
covering of any kind, and mMeved about 
among the people, intereséeq in afl 
the sights of the occasion. During the 
celebration the court ladies, who here- 
tofore have been absolutely secTuded, 
sat upon the platform, with the lead- 
ing Korean and Japanese officials, 
representing her majesty the em- 
press, and one of them even read a 
message from the empress to the as- 
semblage. No one would have dreamed 
Such a thing possible five years ago. 


A Korean Girl's Costume. 

The dress of the new woman will 
be far more comfortable and more 
beautiful than that of the present. A 
Korean friend of mine has given me 
some of the details as to the costume 
of the present. Says he: 

“The first thing a girl puts on is a 
divided skirt, consisting of a pair of 
very full drawers which fal] in folds 
to her feet. At the top of these is a 
band about eight inches wide, wiich 
is fastened tightly over the breast by 
a white ribbon drawstring, tiled at the 
front. The drawers are so full that 
they might be fastened about the neck 
instead of the waist, if the girl so 
wished. The waistband is very tight, 
and it comes high up the back, Above 
it and just meeting it is a little jacket 
with long sleeves. This is tied to- 
gether with ribbons of the same color. 
The jacket is so short that a strip of 
bare skin an inch wide shows out*un- 
der the shoulder blades when The 
woman bends over, and if she goes in 
the sun she may have a red stripe 
there. The drawers narrow as they fal] 
to the feet, ang are lost in great stock. 
ings of wadded white cotton, which 
make her small feet look five times 
as large as they are. They are more 
like boots than anything else, and they 
take the place of shoes and slippers 
at home. The better class houses are 
carpeted with matting, and the women 
go about in stocking feet. Out of doors 
they wear low shoes with soles of ox- 
hide or cloth. 

In addition to the divided skirt fhe 
Korean woman has on a very full pair 
of white overpants, Which reach from 
the arms to far below the knées, and 
over the whole a cloakNke gown tied 
at the front with a ribbon. This gar- 
ment is often of silk of bright colors. 
The younger women are fond of red, 
those of middle age like blue and many 
wear white. Most of the women have 
more or less jewelry. They wear hair- 
pins of gold, silver or amber as thick 
as one’s little finger, and many have 
two gold or silver rings on the third 
finger of the right. hand. They paint 
and powder, covering the face with 
white; except at the lips, avhich ‘are 
red, They use India ink to mark out 
the Ime of the eyebrows, and arch 
these in conformity with the Chinese 
idea of Asiatic beauty. This is sup-

Literary and Industrial. 

The school is both literary and in- 
dustrial.

A very helpful feature of the school 
is the Farmers’ Conference, in which 
there are more than 600 farmers inter- 
ested. The conference meets semi- 
annually—January and July. <At the 
January meeting Dr. Soule, of the 
State College of Agriculture, or some 
authority on farming, is asked to 
speak to the colored farmers and give 
advice and suggertions about the 
planting and the cultivating of the 
crops These meetings are alw: 
largely attended by both white and 
colored farmers.

PIONEER PASSES 
OVER Tht RIVER 


Asa Pitts Toland, Aged 
Nearly 88, Died on 
Last Thurday. 


In the death of Asa Pitts Toland, 
who passed away last Thursday, Ful- 
ton county lost one of her best-known 
pioneers. He was nearly 88 years of 
age and had lived in this county for 
thirty-five years. 

Mr. Toland was born in Jasper coun- 
ty, Georgia, on March 14, 1822. He 
lived there until he was about 30 years 
old, from which place he moved __ to

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BENZOATE IS FOUGHT 
BY AMERICAN DOCTORS 


They Call on President Taft 
in Reference fo the 


Matter. 


Washington, June 12.—President 
Taft today gave an audience to the 
committee on legislation of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, who  preé- 
sented a number of recommendations 
concerning the pure food law and -the 
government medical service. The com- 
mittee calling on the president was 
headed by Dr. Charles A. L. Reed, of 
Cincinnati. 

Among the recommendations pre- 
sented is one urging an amendment of 
the pure food law, so as to prohibit ab- 
solutely the use of benzoate of soda, 
and other preservatives in the prep- 
aration and preservation of foods 
destined for interstate commerce, and 
to provide for a system of féderal in- 
spection of all establishments engaged 
in the preparation of foods, with a 
view to enforcing sanitary cleanii- 
ness. 

The American Medical Association 
has reaffirmed its attitude in favor 
of the organization of all existing na- 
tional Health agencies into a single na- 
tidnal ‘public ‘health bureau, and the 
committee today told th president 
that it hatled with satisfaction his 
assurance that he will -recommend 
legislation to that end.

Chicago, June 12,—Detective Ser- 
geant William Russell was killed in 
a triple shooting affray in a down- 
town saloon tonight. George Kellog, 
who shot Russell, also wounded De- 
tective Thomas Stapleton. Kellog was 
shot in the abdomen and left arm by 
Stapleton, and was taken to a hos- 
pital, where it is believed he will die. 
Stapleton was wourMed in the head 
before he shot Kellog. 

Russell and Stapleton followed Kel- 
log, who was believed to be carrying 
concealed weapons, into the saloon. 
When Kellogg saw the detectives sap- 
proach him he drew two revolvers and 
shot Russell in the mouth. The bullet 
took an upward course, and killed him 
instantly. 

The police suspect that Kelly was 
one of the men they had driven out 
of a saloon nearby earlier in the eve- 
ning when a clash occurred between 
‘two factions of the Sheet Metal Work- 
ers’ Union over their election. Kelly 
is said to have been an ardent sup- 
porter of Freq A. Pouchot, one of the 
trio composed of himself, Martin B. 
(‘Skinner’) Madden and M. J. Boyle, 
Who were recently found gullty of 
extortion in calling strikes of the vari- 
ous unions. Pouchot was running for 
business agent of the union, and he 
was opposed by Thomas Walsh. 

Feeling between the two factions 
ran high, and several times it was 
necessary for the police to calm the 
belligerents. A free-for-all fight was 
starteg later in a saloon, and it is 
said Kelly was one of the leading 
spirits in this fracas. 

The result of the election was not 
announced because efforts were con- 
tinually made to stop the count, and 
once a bottle was crashed through the 
transom of the door of the room in 
which the judges were counting th¢ 
‘ballots.

SUMTER COUNTY PLANTERS GROWING 
70 BUSHELS OF OATS TO ACRE

Since the Wrights have come into 


Oats on Piantation of W. B. Heys, Three Miles East of Americus, Averaging Sixty-five Bushels Per Acre, 


Americus, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)— 
The greatest crop of oats in the his- 
tory of Sumter county is now being 
harvestec. On thousands of acres the 
grain is now being gathered. Never 
before has there been so large an 
acreage, and never before has there 
Deen so abundant a yield. The condi- 
tions have been in everywrse favor- 
able for the crop, and the results ex-

ceed the most sanguine expectations. 

The exact acreage given up to oate 
in this county is not known. There 
is hardly a farmer in the whole coun- 
ty, though, who did not put in. some 
oats, and on some plantations there 
are fields of twenty to sixty acres of 
the grain ripened and ready for the 
harvesters. 

The total acreage runs well into 
the thousands and the crop will rep- 
resent.a very handsome total, saving 
the county a great sum of money that 
would otherwise be sent into the 
west for such supplies. 

The scene given above is from a 
photograph taken early this week on 
the plantation of W. B. Heys, three 
miles east of Americus. Mr. Heys, 
one of the most progressive and pros- 
perous of Sumter farmers, put forty 
acres intO oats this year. He used 
fertilizers freely and the result is seen 
in a yield ranging from 55 to 75 bush- 
els or more to an acre, the average 
yield for the entire forty acres being 
placed at about sixty-five bushels. 

While weather conditions, of course, 
have their due weight, it is quite like- 
ly that the statement that is so often 


made that Sumter never knew what 


| 


a cotton crop failure is would also 
apply to oats. 

The success of the oat crop this 
year, and the magnificent outlook for 
the corn crop, coupled with the prob- 
able continued high prices for those 
great "staples, will doubtless tend to 
increase the acreage devoted to them 
in coming years, and lead more and 
more to the raising of adequate sup- 
plies for home consumption on. the 
home. plantations. 

As soon as the oat crop is all off 
Mr. Heys will put in a crop of pea 
vine hay. Some farmers are follow- 
ing the oats with cotton, and many, 
like Mr. Heys, with hay.

A vote of eight members of the board 
of aldermen is necessary to pass an 
ordinance, and the yeas and nays shall 
be taken and recorded by the clerk. 

A majority of the total membership 
actually present in person is necessary 
to constitute a quorum. 

The board of aldermen may deter- 
mine the rules of its own proceedings 
and judge of the election and quali- 
fications of its own members. Its meet- 
ings and its records shall be public. 
It may compel the attendance of ab- 
sent members, and may punish or ex- 
pel a member for disorderly conduct, 
for a violation of its rules, or for offi- 
cial misconduct, or declare his seat 
vacant by reason of absence continu- 
ing for at least six months. No mem- 
ber may be expelled, and no vacancy 
declared, except by a vote of three- 
fourths of all.the members, after the 
delinquent member has had an opportu- 
nity to be heard, or by recall, as herein 
provided. All acts by the board of al- 
dermen are determined upon a vote 
taken by a roll call of its members 
and an entry upon the journal of the 
vote of each member or of the ayes 
and nays, if any. 

The board of aldermen has author- 
ity to enact all ordinances not incon- 
sistent with the law of the land or of 
this charter, which, tn its discretion, 
are expedient or necessary to foster, 
protect and promote the property, wel- 
fare and interest of said city in its 
corporate capacity, or of its citizens: 
and may amend, repeal and reenact 
same at their pleasure, in aceordance 
with the provisions of this charter. Its 
authority, except as otherwise provided 
in this charter or by law, is legislative 
only. 

Sec. 51. For the purpose of raising 
revenue for the support and main- 
tenance of said city government, said 
board. of aldermen shall have full 
power and authority and they shall 
provide by ordinance for the as- 
sessment, levy and collection of an ad 
valorem tax on all real and personal 
property within the corporate limits 
of said city, not exceeding one and 
one-quarter (1 1-4) per cent thereon. 

In addition to the ordinary’ § tax 
herein authorized, the said board of 
aldermen may, in case of emergency 
to be judged of by them, levy an ex- 
traordinary tax not exceeding one-half 
of one per cent (on the taxable prop- 
erty of said city); such extraordinary 
tax to be added to the ordinary tax 
and to be collected at the same time 
and used for the same purpose. The 
said board of aldermen shall have full 
power and authority to require any 
person, firm, company or corporation

The 
board of aldermen has power. to adopt 
ordinances for the regulation of the 
inspection and sealing of weights and 
measures, the operation and speed of 
all vehicles upon the public streets, 
highways, and places; to regulate the 
emission of smoke and noise from, and 
to prohibit the emission of dense 
smoke and unnecessary noise from, 
buildings, boilers, stationary engines, 
traction engines, railroad engines and 
locomotives, and from all other 
sources; and to regulate the con- 
struction, height, alteration. and repair 
of buildings and other structures, 


and to provide for the _ inspection 
and approval of plans therefor; and 
to provide far the licensing of dogs 
and the seizure of unlicensed dogs and 
estray animals; and to control and in 
its discretion prohibit the erection 
and operation of sanitariums, board- 
ing houses, and other similar places 
in residence portions of the city. The 
board of aldermen of the city of At- 
lanta is clothed with full power and 
authority to prohibit or regulate the 
selling of spirituous or malt liquors 
or fermented drinks, in accordance 
with and in pursuance of the policy 
of the public law of the _ state of 
Georgia when declared by statute, and 
not in cénflict with any prohibitory 
law now or hereafter in force in the 
state of Georgia. 

Sec. 92. The board of.aldermen shall 
have full power and authority to pre- 
scribe such a system of opening, grading 
and draining the streets of said city as 
they may deem proper. They may pro- 
vide for the establishment of perma- 
nent grades under such regulations as 
they may promulgate by ordinance. But 
the carrying out of the system of open- 
ing and grading streets which the 
council may establish and the determi- 
nation of what streets shall be paved 
or otherwise improved and the desig- 
nation of when and where sewers shall 
be laid shall be under the supervision 
of the mayor and council of the city 
of Atlanta. The cost of paving, grad- 
ing and otherwise improving the 
Streets and sidewalks of the city of 
Atlanta may, in the discretion of the 
board of aldermen, be assessed in 
whole or in part on the real estate 
abutting on said street, and on the 
side of the street on which the side- 


walk is improved, and upon the public 
service corporations operating fran- 
chises therein. 

The lien of an assessment for street 
curbing or sidewalk improvements 
shall be continued, created and en- 
forced in all respects as provided in 
the charter and laws of the city of 
Atlanta at the time this charter takes 
effect. 

All sewer construction other than 
trunk sewers; and all permanent street 
and sidewalk paving, and all curbing 
Shall be done upon the assessment 
plan. The provisions of law authoriz- 
ing and regulating such assessments 
existing in the charter of said city 
and amendments thereto at the time 
this act takes effect are hereby re- 
enacted and continued in force. 

Sec. 53. The board of aldermen is 
clothed with full power to assess the 
cost of paving any street, alley or 
other ptblic place, in whole or in part, 
on abutting property owners and pub- 
lic service corporations in such streets 
and public places in as full and com- 


plete manner as in case of original 
pavement of such streets or public | 
Places. And the Hen of such assess-| 
ments shall be continued, established 
and enforced in all respects as pro- 
vided in the charter and laws of the 
city of Atlanta at the time this char- 
ter takes effect. 

Sec. o4. It is within the power and 
discretion of the board of aldermen of 
the city of Atlanta to make appropria- 
tion of the funds of the city for the 
Purpose of soliciting and entertaining 
public conventions, conferences and 
meetings of all kinds of societies, at- 
tended by delegates from other places, 
and the ayditorium of the city may be 
used for such purposes. 

Sec. 55. All warrants, summons, pre-

five days’ notice, shall cause the same 
to be removed at the expense of the 
owners of such buildings or other 
structures, the said expenses to be 
collected by executions issued by the 
clerk of the city, and the said depart- 
ment shall have power to determine 
what buildings or other structures are, 
or are not, fire-proof. 

Sec. 57. The mayor and members 
of the council, board of aldermen, a!] 
members of executive boards and all 
officers of said city, whether serving 
with or without compensation, shall 
for violation of their respective oaths 
of office, for any violation of the 
crimina] laws, including any misuse or 
failure to pay over public funds or 
property, or willful failure except in 
Providential causes to perform the du- 
ties of his office, or such private mis- 
conduct as renders his office a sub- 
ject of reproach to the public, or 
makes such officer unfit to discharge 
the duties of his office, and prevents 
the due performance thereof, shall be 
subject to impeachment. This remedy 
in behalf of the public by impeach- 
ment shall not take away the right 
and duty of removal in any case else- 
where provided for in this charter or 
the lawful ordinances of said city, but 
shall be cumulative thereof. Articles 
of impeachment shall be prepared and 
presented whenever so ordered, and in 
the manner that may be ordered by 
the board of aldermen in each case. 
Whenever it shall be determined by 
the board of aldermen that a trial 
shall be had under articles of im- 
peachment prepared as above specified, 
the city attorney shall prosecute in 
the name of the city. The board of 
aldermen of said city shall have the 
sole right to try all impeachments. 
When sitting for that purpose they 
shall be under oath or affirmation. 
When the mayor is tried a judge of 
the superior court shall preside, and 
no person shall be convicted without 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present. Judgment, in case 
of impeachment, shall not extend fur- 
ther than removal from office and dis- 
qualification to hold any office of hon- 
or. trust, or profit, under this charter; 
but the party convicted shall, never- 
theless, be liable and subject to in- 
dictment, trial and punishment, ac- 
cording to law. 

Sec. 58. The regular municipal elec- 
tions for the city of Atlanta shall be 
held on the first Wednesday in Decem- 
ber by managers and clerks appointed, 
as now provided by its charter and or- 
dinances and shall continue annually 
on that date unless and untH changed 
by ordinance of the board of aldermen 
of the city of Atlanta; and all the de- 
tail of holding and declaring the result 
of such elections, as well as speotal 
elections shall be carried out under this 
charter until In like manner changed 
by ordinance of the board of aldermen 
of the city of Atlanta. 

Sec. 59. The mayor and council shall

Sec. ov. Each and every applicant for 
a new public franchise, or for changes, 
alterations or additions in existing 
franchises to go upon, along, through, 
Over or under any of the streets of 
said city, shall duly file said applica- 
tion, containing the terms and stipula- 
tions d » in the office of the clerk 
of said city, which shall be published 
at the expense of said applicant in at 
least one public newspaper in said city, 
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immediately after filing. Thereupon 
said board of aldermen shall have pow- 
er and authority to act upon such fran- 
chise or special privilege. Said appli- 
cations as finally adopted by said board 
of aldermen containing the full terms 
and stipulations of such applicant, and 
grant, shall be at once published, at 
the expense of the applicant, in a dally 
public newspaper published in said} 
city, once a week for two weeks. Said 
Srant shall not become operative for 
the period of one month thereafter, 
within which time, upon petition signed 
by one-fifth of the registered voters at 
the last eneral municipal election, 
said applicant and grant shall be gub- 
mitted to the duly qualified electors of 
Said city, in the way and manner pre- 
scribed for holding general city elec- 
tions; in which the question shall be 
submitted to said electors whether they 
approve or disapprove of said proposed 
grant. In the event a majority of the 
votes cast at said election shall approve 
said grant, the same shall then become 
operative and of force. In the event said 
election shall disapprove said grant, it 
shall become null and void. The ex- 
pense of said election to be borne by 
the applicant. This section shall not 
apply to switch connections or privi- 
leges between street or steam railways 
and the owners or users of any indus- 
trial plant, which, when granted by the 
mayor and eouncil, shall at once be- 
come operative. Nor shall it apply to 
water, sewer, light or heat connections. 

Sec. 61. The mayor or any alderman 
or councilman shall be subject to re- 
moval during his term of office, in the 
following manner: Whenever  one- 
fourth in number of the _ registered 
voters, as disclosed by the registration 
sheets of the last preceding general 
municipal election, shall so request, a 
petition filed in the office of the clerk 
of said city, an eléction shall be called 
and had within thirty days from the 
filing of said petition. Said petition 
shall be examined by the clerk, and 
the names thereon checked against the 
registration list. Upon his certificate 
that one-fourth of said registered 
ely :tors have so petitioned, the elec- 
tion shall take place. Such election 
shall be had and conducted under the 
rules and regulations then existing in 
reference to regular city elections. The 
mayor or alderman or councilman 
whose office shall be thus involved may 
be a candidate to succeed himself. All 
opposing candidates shal! be duly en- 
tered, and their names placed upon the 
tickets to be submitted to the electors. 
The person receiving the largest num- 
ber of votes cast at such election shall 
be authorized to assume the duties of 
said office, after duly qualifying. Such 
election shall be only for the unexpired 
eterm of the then incumbent. 

Sec. 62. The board of aldermen shall 
be authorized to submit to the duly 
qualified electors, at any regular elec- 
tion, any measure, resolution or ordi- 
nance which they may deem proper, 
and in the event a majority of such 
duly qualified electors shall vote for 
such nfasure, resolution or ordinance, 
the same shall be adopted, and in the 
event a majority of votes are cast 
against said measure, resolution or or-| 
dinance, the same shall be defeated, | 
and shall not be thereafter adopted! 
by said mayor and council until re- 
submitted to the duly qualified electors. 
If adopted, such measure, resolution 
or orginance can only be repealed by | 
a majority vote of the duly qualified | 
voters at a regular municipal election. 
Any measure, resolution or ordinance 
which shall be favored by a petition 
signed by one-fourth of the registered 
voters, shall be submitted for adop- 
tion to the people at an election to be 
called therefor. If, at said election, 
said measure, resolution or ordinance 
receives a majority of the votes cast, 
it shall become operative, and cannot 
be thereafter repealed, except by an 
election similarly called. 

Sec. 63. A school board, consigting of 
six members, shall be elected by the 
mayor and council, of which the mayor 
shall be ex-officio a member, half of 
whom shal] be elected for the term of 
one year, and half of whom shall be 
elected for the term of two years. Elec- 
tions thereafter to be for terms of two 
years. The members of said school 
board shall serve without compenen- | 
tions, and shall be removed by a ma- 
jority vote:of the mayor and council 
whenever may be deemed proper. | 
It shall be the duty of said board | 
take charge of and supervise the cur-/| 
riculum and books, adopt and enforce | 
such rules and regulations as will tend! 
to promote the schools of tbe city, and 
who shall! elect such principals and as- 
sistdnts as may be necessary. 

Sec. 64. The mayor and council she’ 
hold meetings for the purpose of tr- .@ 
acting the public business, at 4a 
once each week, at Stated times 
fixed by said mayor and council. 
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mo executive session of said mayor and 
shall be allowed. 

Sec. 65. The mayor and council shall 
have the right to require any employee 
of the city, or any department of the 
city, to give bond for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties entrusted to said 
employee, and fix the amount of said 
bond. 

Sec. 66. In the event of the absence, 
sickness, disability or disqualification 
of the mayor, the council shall, by an 
affirmative vote, select a mayor pro 
tem. from the members of said council. 
If the mayor or any of the council 
shall fail to attend three successive 
meetings of the council, without due 
cause shown and excuse approved by 
the council, and entered upon the min- 
utes thereof, he shall thereby forfeit 
his office... The unexpired term to be 
filled by a majority vote of the mayor 
and council. 

Sec. 67. It shall be unlawful for the 
mayor, or any member of the council, 
to hold at the same time any other 
national, state, county or municipal 
oftice, either with or without salary 
or emolument. A violation of this 
section shall ipso facto work a vacan- 
cy in the office of said mayor or mem- 
ber of council. 

Sec. 68. The tax rate, taxes, assess- 
ments for sewer, street, sidewalk or 
curbing as now existing shall remain 
unaffected by this act. The method of 
collecting and legally resisting such 
taxes, licenses, assessments, etc., shall 
likewise remain unchanged. 

Sec. 69. All bids for contracts for 
labor or materials to be furnished said 
city, or for work to be done in the 
interest of said city, which shall ex- 
ceed the sum of $600 in amount, shall 
be advertised by the department in 
which said work, labor or materials 
properly belong, in a daily newspaper 
published in the city of Atlanta once 
a week for not less than. two weeks, 
and said contracts shall be awarded to 
the lowest and best bidder, unless al]! 
bids are rejected, after having been 
first approval by a majority vote of 
the mayor and council. Contracts in- 
volving $500, or less, shall be made by 
the mayor and council. This section 
shall not abridge the power of the 
city to do all necessary work by its 
own employees whenever, in the judg- 
ment of,the mayor and council, the 
Same can be done more effectively or 
economically. Modern standard speci- 
fications shall be adopted for all city 
work. 

Sec. 70. All executions, levies, 
notices, summons, etc., shall be served 
by the city marshal, as now required 
by law, and the collection of such 
executions, fi. fas., and claims in favor 
of the city, for taxes, licenses, fees, 
assessments, etc., shall be had and 
made in the manner now provided for 
by law. The right to contest by legal 
process the justness or legality of such 
claims aa now provided for by law is 
hereby preserved. 

Sec. 71. The city of Atlanta is hére- 
by authorized and empowered to con- 
demn lands within or without its cor- 
porate limits for sites for the erection 
of public buildings for said citv. for 
parks, water supply, sewers, plants 
for handling and disposing of sewer- 
age, and other public purposes, tn the 
manner alfeady provided by law for 
the condemnation of land in said city, 
for opening, widening or changing 
streets or alleys. Said city is hereby 
authorized and empowered, in any and 
all casés when land has been assessed 
or condemned for street, park, .public 
buildings, sewer, or other public pur- 
poses of said city, on the coming in 
of the award of the assessors, on pay- 
ing said award, or in case of appeal 
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tion money in the manner hereinafter 
provided in any case or cases in which 
appeal is taken by either party from 
such award, to enter upon and take 
possession of said land for the pur- 
pose or use for which the same has 
been condemned, and such entry or 
possession may be had by said chy 
immediately after paying, or securing 
payment of, any such award, or the 
eventual condemnation money, and be- 
fere the trial on the appeal case. In 
the case of any such award made and 
appealed therefrom by either party, 
should said city desire immediately to 
enter upon and take possession of any 
land assessed or condemned for any 
purpose aforesaid, it may execute a 
bond with good security, subject to 
the approval of a judge of the supe- 
rior court of Fulton county, Georgia, 
or in his absence from the state, of 
the ordinary of said county, for the 
payment of the eventual condemnation 
money, Which may be found on the 
trial of said case. Said bond, when 
approved by the judge or ordinary, as 
above provided, shall be filed in the 
cffice of the clerk of the superior 
court, and on the trial of the assess- 
ment or award appealed from, in the 
event of a recovery therein by the ap- 
pellant against said city, such appel- 
lant shall have authority to enter up 
judgment on said bond for the amount 
of such recovery, as judgment may 
now be entered in appeal cases under 
the laws of this state. The rights 
herein conferred are cumulative to al) 
existing rights on the subject. 

Sec. 72. That any of the officers of 
said municipal corporation, who may 
be sued for any act done in his of 
their official character, may justify 
under this charter. 

Sec. 73. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion having a claim for money damages 
against the city of Atlanta on account 
of injuries to person or property, shal! 
bring any suit against the said city 
of Atlanta on such account without 
first presenting such claim to the 
mayor and council of the city of At- 
lanta for adjustment, and no such suit 
Shall be entertained by the courts 
against the city of Atlanta unless the 
cause of action therein has been first 
presented to said mayor and council 
for adjustment; provided that, upon 
the presentation of such claim in any 
case to the mayor and council, said 
mayor and council shall consider and 
act upon the same, favorably or un- 
favorably to the petitioners, within 
three months from the presentation 
thereof; provided further, that the ac- 
tion of the saiq mayor and council 
upon such claim, unless it results in 


the settlement thereof, shall in no 
Sense be a bar to the plaintiff's rights 
in such cases in the courts. 

Sec, 74. The mayor and council shall, 
from the receipts of taes xn _ real 
estate, set apart in cash in each year 
and turn over to their successors in 
office the sum of $175,000. continuous- 
ly, for the purpose of paying the obli- 
gations of thé city, the early part of 
the calendar year as heretofore prac- 
ticed. 

Sec. 75. The mayor and of 
Atlanta shal) have power and au- 
thority to authorize the mayor to 
borrow money by making temporary 
loans of not exceeding $400,000 in one 
year, the sum so borrowed to be repaid 
out of the income of the city for the! 
year in which the loan or loans were 
made, and before the expiration of the 
year in which the same was borrowed. 

Sec. 76. Any guardian, or trustee, in 
his discretion, may invest any funds; 
of his ward or*cestui que trust in his} 
hands in bonds of said city of Atlanta, 
in the same manner and to the same 
extent as such funds may be invested 
in stocks, bonds and other securities of | 
the state of Georgia. 

Sec. 77. All persons now qualified to 
vote for members of the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, who 
are resident within the corporate lim- 
its of the city of Atlanta, and have 
registered as provided by law, shall be 
efretied to vote in all city elections 
under this charter. All resident voters 
shall be required to vote in the wards 
in which they resided at the time of 
their. registration. 

Sec. 78. The city government of the 
city of Atlanta shall be authorized and 
empowered, through a committee of 
the mayor, council, board of aldermen, 
or of any of the boards operating un- 
der the city government, or committee 
of the same, te institute, in their dis- 
cretion, whenever necessary, any eX- 
amination or examinations into the 
working and business of any of the 
offices. or the conduct of its officers 
in anv department of the city’s busi- 

ss, or of the council itself, board of 
Siiermen or of any office under the 
city. and the board or committee con.) 
ducting such examination shall have | 
power to send for persons and papers 
and to compel attendance of persons | 
summoned: to swear witnesses, com- | 
pel the production of papers anid pooks, | 
and require ajl disclosures pertinent to 
such investigation. 

Sec. 79. No person shall be qualified 
at the same time to hold more than 
one office under the city government 
of Atlanta, and the acceptance of a 
second office under said government 
ipso facto a vacation of the 
first office helq thereunder. 

Sec. 80. Resignations of elective offi- 
cers must be made and presented to 
the mayor and counctl, and of all other 
officers, to the appointing board or 
officer: and the board or officers to 
whom such resignation is presented 
must thereafter file the same in the 
office of the city clerk. 

Sec. 81. No officer of the city receifv- 
ing salary or compensation may have 
or receive to his use any perqustes, 
compensation or fees for services per- 
taining directly or indirectly. or which 
mav hereafter be added to the duties 
of his office, in addition to his salary: 
and all perquisites, compensation and 
fees paid to and received by anv such 
officer for service pertaining directly 
or indirectly, or which may hereafter 
be added to the duties of his office, 
other than his salary received from 
the ¢ity, are the property of the city, 
and must be paid by the officer receiv- 
ing same Into the city treasury. 

Seo. 82. The officers, men and em- 
ployees of the several departments and 
bureaus of the city of Atlanta shall 
be entitled to receive the salaries and 
pay prescribed by law or ordinance 
when this charter takes effect, until 
after the same are approved, changed 
or dealt with under the provisions of 
this charter. 

Séc. 83. Every appointment to a city 
office must be made by a certificate 
in writing signed by the appointing 
officer, or if made by a board, by the 
presiding officer thereof, and filed in 
the office of the city auditor. 

Sec. 84. Every officer, before enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office, must 
file with the city clerk a suitable oath 
of office, and if required by ordinance 
of the general council, or by the 
mayor, an undertaking in the amount 
so required, approved by the mayor as 
to the sufficiency of the sureties and 
by the city attorney as to its form and 
validity. In case any officer fail te 
file the oath of office or an undertak- 
ing if required, within fifteen days 
after the commencement of his term 
of office, if an elective office, and if 
an appointive office within fifteen 
days after he enters upon his duties, 
his office is deemed vacant and the 
vacancy must be filled as herein pro- 
vided. 

All lawful bonds and indebtedness of 
the city of Atlanta existing at the time 
this charter takes effect are hereby 
ratified and confirmed and the mu- 
nicipal authorities of said city are 
hereby clothed with authority to in- 
cur and create any additional debt and 
issue any additional bonds necessary 
to the growth and expansion of said 
city, which may from time to time be, 
authorized by and fall within the 
limitations of the constitution and 
laws of the state of Georgia. Every 
ordinance for submitting to the people 
any proposed issue of bonds. shall 
specify on its face the purpose and 
general plan of the work to which 
the proceeds of such bonds is to be 
applied. Such proceeds, or any part 
thereof, if“the bonds are ordered, shall 
not be applied to any other purpose 
than that so specified. Any mayor, 
or alderman, or councilman, violating 
this provision or voting for or ccn- 
senting to such violation shall be at 
once removed from office and pun- 
ished as for a misdemeanor. 
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all existing ordinances, rules and 
regulations, and contracts affecting 
such department, shall hereafter be 
construed to apply to the mayor, coun- 
cil or the head of such department 
as prescribed in this charter. 

Sec. 86. Neither the council, board 
of aldermen nor any other municipal 
authority in the city of Atlanta shall 
be authorized, except by a vote of the 
people, at any time to sell or lease 
any of the public parks now belonging 
to the city, nor any such parks here- 
after acquired, nor any part of same, 
nor otherwise dispose of the same, or 
allow the same.to be used for any 
other than park purposes. Nothin 
herein contained shall interfere with 
park privileges. 

Sec. 87. Wnenever any executive or 
administrative function is by law or 
ordinance of the board of aldermen 
required to be performed, same must 
be performed by the mayor and coun- 
cil or under their authority, but no 
ordinance must or shall be passed in- 
terfering with the exercise of the 
functions of the mayor and council, 
as provided in this act or otherwise 
by law. 

Sec. 88 No department, board, court 
or officer is permitted during any fis- 
cal year to expend or contract to be 
expended any money, or to enter into 
any contract whfh by its terms in- 
volves the expenditures of money in 
excess of the amounts appropriated 
in tie annual estimate -? -ted by the 
ccuncil or otherwise lawfully added 
thereto for such department, board, 
court or office for such fiscal year: 
and the board of directors is not per- 
mitted during any fiscal year to ex- 
pend or contract to be expended any 
money, or to enter into any contract 
which, by its terms, involves the ex- 
penditures df money for general. pur- 
poses of the city in excess af the 
amounts appropriated in the annua! 
estimate adopted by the mayor and 
council, or otherwise lawfullv added 
thereto. 

Any contract, verbal or written, made 
in violation of this section, is nul] and 
vold as to the city, and no moneys be- 
longing to the city must be paid there- 
on; provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained sreveneaiine making 
of contracts which are specifically au- 
thorized by this act to be made for 
periods exceeding one year. Nothing 
herein contained prohib¥s the depart- 
ment of health from expending such 
sums or incurring such debts as may 
be actually necessary to prevent the 
spread of or to suppress any conta- 
gxious or infectious disease or any epl- 
demic in the cfty, in addition to the 
amount appropriated for such purpose 
or otherwise lawfully added thereto. 
Any officer of the city making or 
voting for any contract prohibited by 
this section. or certifying any account 
or claim, or making any requisition 
prohfbited thereby, is gullty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable as prescribed by 
the laws of Georgia, and he and his 
estate shall be civilly Hable to thecity 
for the full amount of loss or damage 
by any violation of this. sec- 


Sec. 89. The mayor and council of 
said citv shall have authority to en- 
force the collection of the amount of 
any assessment made for work, either 
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/ upon the streets or sidewalks, by exe- 
'cution to be issued by 


the clerk of the 
city against the real estate to be as- 
sessed, and against the owner thereof, 
the date of the ordinance making 
the assessment, which execution mav 
levied by the marshal of said city 
on such real estate, and after adver- 
tisement and other proceedings as in

er or proprietor meters or apparatus of 
such patterm as may be prescribed by 
the appropriate department for the 
measurement of the commodity thus 
furnished. 

Sec. 95. It shall be within the power 
of the municipal government of the 
city of Atlanta to erect, own, operate 
and control for its own account any 
public service plant which, in the dis- 
cretion of its council by ordinance ap- 
proved by vote of its people, may at 
any time be acquired by it, and it is 
clothed with full power to erect, pur- 
chase, hold, operate and provide for 
the payment for any such plant when 
authorized by the people. 

Sec. 96. All ordinances proposed un- 
der-the power iniative shall be ac- 
com panied by the official certificate 
of the city attorney that the object. 
purpose and phraseology of the same 
are not in conflict with this charter, 
Or the constitution and laws of the 
State of Georgia or of the United 
States, and that language employed 
correctly expresses the purpose in- 
tended, and no such ordinance shall 
cover more than one subject-matter. 

Sec. 97. It shall be the duty of the 
city attorney, on or before the end of 
the last year of the administration of 
the affairs of the city under this char- 
ter, to make up a new code of ‘the or- 
dinance existing and reenacted during 
Said year, which, upon approval of 
counci! shall be published as the code 
of the city of Atlanta.

Sec. 98. In case of disabilit r in- 
ability to perfom the duties of ‘oftiea 
of any of the officers, members of 
council, of the board @f aldermen or 
any of the heads and subordinates of 
any of the departments in the city 
of Atlanta, and such disability and in- 
ability to perform the duties of office 
continues for as much as thirty days 
it shall be within the power of the

Sec. 99. No resolution or other ac- 
tion of the board of aldermen request- 
ing the passage of any special act 
of the legislature amending the char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta shall be 
effective, or entitled to consideration 
as the authentic action of said city, 
unless the same is approved by ma- 
jority vote of the mayor and council 
within five days after its adoption by 
the board of aldermen. 

Sec. 100. This act shall become 
operative for the purpose of holding 
elections herein provided for, on De- 
cember 1, 1910, and operative for all 
purposes on January 1, 1911.

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RELIEF OF THE SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


‘One of the most important and far-reaching suggestions yet made by 
Governor-elect Joseph M. Brown, involving a feasible plan for the relief of 
the state school fund and provision for the prompt payment of the Georgia 


or | teachers, was presented yesterday in his Elberton speech. 


It must be admitted that increased taxation for the purpose of raising 
the necessary amount in one, or even two years, is practically out of the 
question. 

The suggestion of closing the schools for a year in order to catch up 
would scarcely find a corporal’s guard of supporters. Not only would it in- 
volve untold hardship upon Georgia's army of teachers, who would be 
forced temporarily to turn to other pursuits, perhaps difficult to find, but the 
result would be a vast and unfortunate addition to the accumulation of 
ignorance. 

‘  GEORGIA’S SCHOOLS MUST NOT AND WILL NOT BE CLOSED! 

AND YET THE STATE CANNOT GO ON INDEFINITELY UPON THE 
PRESENT BASIS, MONTHS BEHIND EVERY YEAR IN MEETING ITS 
OBLIGATIONS TO THE TEACHERS, WHO ARE PATIENT AND LONG 
SUFFERING, AND TO WHOM JUSTICE AND HUMANITY DEMAND PAY: 
MENT FOR SERVICES RENDERED SHALL BE MADE IMMEDIATELY IT 
IS DUE. 

That there is a way out of this diffieulty, and one which should meet 
the commendation and support of every Georgian, Governor-elect Brown has 
admirably pointed out in his Elberton speech. 

The governor-elect proposes a state bond issue of ia attmasand $600,000, 
it being estimated that this sum, together with its available income, would 
enable the state to meet promptly every obligation to the common school 
teachers. 

This bond issue, which can only be authorized by amendment to the 
state constitution, voted by the people, he proposes shall be made A PER- 
MANENT LOAN FUND, WHICH SHALL BE USED SOLELY FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF SUPPLEMENTING THE COMMON SCHOOL FUND IN THE 
SPRING AND SUMMER, WHEN THE MONEY IS NEEDED, the loan fund 
to be reimbursed in the fall when taxes are collected. 

Such a bond issue, it is not doubted, gan be floated at 3 per cent, and 
by placing the money in the state’s depositories when not in use for the 
purpose stated, from which institutions the state receives 2 per cent, the 
interest charge would be reduced materially, probably one-third. 

The state can easily make provision for the gradual retirement of this 
loan in such a manner as will create no burden and will make unnecessary 
any increase of taxation. € 

The loan fund would then remain intact and the state would have made 
permanent provision for meeting the obligations to its teachers when they 
are due. 

It is the announced purpose of Governor-elect Brown to embody this 
suggestion in his first message to the general assembly, and to urge the 
prompt submission to the people of a constitutional amendment providing for 
a bond issue to meet this emergency in the manner staied. 


NORTH GEORGIA ON THE GOOD ROADS WAGON. 


Representing every class of citizenship in the commonwealth, the rally 
at Dalton yesterday swept north Georgia into the ranks of the aggressive 
advocates of good roads. 

Duplicating in enthusiasm and earnestness the gathering of South Geor- 
gia counties earlier in the week at Albany, the meeting at Dalton demon- 
strates that the beneficent fever of highway improvement has found perma- 
nent lodgment in every portion of the state. 

All along the route the day previous, The Constitution’s pathfinders had 
been greeted at every point with a heartiness and spontaneity that bespoke 
the intense interest of the intervening counties in The Constitution’s project 
to gridiron Georgia with a great railless system of transportation. 

Enthusiasm reached a climax at the Dalton rendezvous, when the most 
prominent citizens of Whitfield, county commissioners and other officials of 
the counties adjacent, committed that section of north Georgia ‘to militant 
cooperation in this state-wide plan. 

Especially significant was the address at Dalton of Colonel J. T Van 
Orsdale, commanding the department of the gulf in the absence of General 
Mills. He spoke of the government’s interest in good roads, and commended 
the project to construct a broad and smooth highway from Chickamauga down 
through the center of the state to the sea. 

Notable, also, was the participation in the meeting of John L. Lee, pres- 
ident of the Georgia division of the Farmers’ Union. He is in intimate touch 
with the farming element of the state, and his advocacy of The Constitu- 
tion’s good roads campaign means the approval of that portion of the state’s 
population in whose behalf the crusade is primarily conducted. 

A feature that is prophetic of larger success in the future was the pres- 
ence and the enthusiasm of the Tennessee good roads delegation at the 
Dalton meeting. 

There can be no question that from the impetus given this great con- 
structive movement at the Dalton rally, north Georgia will wake to active 
cooperation: in the campaign of highway construction in the degree already 
manifested by the central and southern portions of the state. 

And that means, eventually, that Georgia will become a Model in this vital

DEMOCRATIC ATTITUDE 
ON TARIFF LEGISLATION 


(From 

The Telegraph wishes to say to The 
Savannah Press that it yields to no 
one in its earnest desire to see the 
democratic doctrine of a tariff for rev- 
enue only prevail in this country. 
More than that, as this paper has more 
than once declared, if it could sée 
in this day and generation a promis- 
ing movement to abolish our custom 
houses and to raise revenue by  in- 
ternal taxes, such as an income tax, 
inheritance tax, special taxes on 
luxuries, whisky, tobacco and the like, 
to be supplemented, if need be, by an 
ad valorem, The Telegraph would 
heartily join in it. But we see no 
such movement. The next best thing 
is the doctrine of Cleveland, Bayard, 
Wilson and Turner—a tariff for rev- 
enue only, laid not for protection’s 
sake on prohibitive lines, but for rev- 
enue. 
The Press confesses that any tax 
oh imports, however small, yields not 
only revenue but a measure of pro- 
tection: and that is what is meant by 
“Incidental protection,” and it is a 
democratic policy. That being s0, 
where does the “strange god’’ appear? 
Where does the “plunder’’ come in? 
Where does the “swag” become man- 
ifest? Why should a demand for an 
“equitable distribution” of “the bene- 
fits and burdens o€ taxation” be de- 
nounced as “a platitude,” a “grab,” 
a “dividing of the swag?” 
Where are the “old lines” of the 
democratic contention if not along the 
lineS suggested by The Telegraph? 

The republican tariff puts some- 
thing over 100 per cent tax on a group 
of articles that compete with ninety- 
one articles manufactured in the north. 
A portion of the democrats in the 
house and senate from the south have 
demanded a revenue-raising tariff of 
about 10 per cent on about a dogen 
items competing with southern prod- 
ucts. And this is treason!! 

We will ask The Press a question: 
Is it a matter of “just principles’: to 
demand “an equitable distribution” of 
the burdens of taxation? If you an- 
swer that it is not, then you put your- 
self beyond the pale of common sense 
and the plainest justice. If you say

IN FIXING BOND? 


Question Was Passed but 
Not Settled. 


Matter Came Up in Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings in Case 
of Venable, Who Was Bound 
Over by the Recorder of the 
Police Court. 


A newly-discovered point, question- 
ing the authority of Recorder Broyles 
in assessing a bond over $200 in munic- 
ipal offenses, was raised on yesterady 
by Attorneys Moore & Branch, in the 
habeas corpus proceedings taken out 
in the O. G. Venable whisky case. 

Judge Ellis set the case for hearing 
at 12 o’clock, but without going into 
preliminaries or details, Assistant City 
Attorney Mayson proposed that 
bonds against Venable, which aggre- 
gated $7,000 to be reduced to $3,000. 
To this, Attorneys Moore & Branch con- 


sented and Judge Ellis signed an or- 


der to that effect. Venable was able 


to meet the bond as reduced, and is 


now at liberty pending the state case 
and the certiorari hearing. 

In the habeas corpus petition, counsel 
for Venable contended that bonds fixed 
against wim in the state case and 
certiorari proceedings were not only 
grossly excessive and practicaily a de- 
nial of right of bail, that the amounts 


were. in violation of both the constitu- ; 
of | 


tion and the charter of the city 
Atlanta. 

Venable, who is a 
agent, was tried before the recorder, 
on June 10, for violating the state and 
city prohibition laws. He was given 


a fine of $500 and thirty days in the | 
stockade for keeping whisky on hand |

In reference to the authority of the | 


recorder to assess a bond of over $200, 
Attorneys Moore & Branch introduced 
a portion of Section 1759 of the city 
code, which says that the amount of 
bond in a municipal offense to be 
fixed for the appearance of any party 
Or fparties accused or suspected of 
being guilty of any ordinance, must be 
in the sum of not exceeding $200. In 
the case of the state bond it was de- 
clared that the constitution provides 
that excessive bonds shall not be re- 
quired. 

The attorneys contend that this sec- 
tion applies to whisky cases as well 
as any other. The certoirari bond 
was fixed at $1,000, but just what ef- 
fect the point raised by the attorneys 
will have in the fut ‘e will remain a 
matter of interest 

In the order signe&. » Judge Ellis, 
the certiorari bond ss reduced from 
$2,000 to $!,000, and the bond of $5,000 
in the state case was reduced to $2,000. 

In the answer to the habeas corpus 
petition, Chief of Police Henry Jen- 
nings stated that the evidence in the 
trial of Venable before the recorder 
disclosed the fact 
selling whisky of one of R. J. Park, 
a large whisky dealer of Chattanooga. 
Chief Jennings stated that he had been 
informed that Park is now in the city 
endeavoring to reduée Venablb’s bail, 
which as it stood was not more than 
Park could arrange. 

Chief Jennings also submitted that a 
very clear case had been made against 
Venable, and that if a small bond was 
allowed he feared that Venable would 
not be present to answer the case in 
the criminal court or abide the re- 
corder’s sentence if affirmed.

dukes? Owing to the land tax and 
other squeeze-the-rich schemes, devis- 
eq by the British chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, to raise national funds, no 
one can really afford to be a duke at 
present. The dukes themselves say 80. 

The fact is, that the whole lot of 
English dukes really are hard up as 
dukes go. Some af us might manage 
to worry along on the incomes of even 
the poorest of them, but that does not 
make the dukes feel any better. The 
value of agricultural] land, which com- 
prises most of their wealth, has been 
steadily declining in England, and 
even those who owned city lots and 
mining estates are startled to fing that 
Lloyd George, the chancellor of the 
exchequer, proposes to take most of 
the unearned increment away from 
them. Hence frantic efforts of some 
of them to raise cash which they can 
conveniently invest in foreign securi- 
ties, sith as American railroads, which 
it will be easier to conceal from the 
tax gatherer than either pictures of 
land. 

Of course, the most.notable case of 
the hard-up duke recently is that of his 
grace of Norfolk, the most powerful 
peer in England, who had .to sell his 
famous Holbein for $300,000, and who, 
it is safe to say, has that money safe- 
ly investeq now in some foreign secu-

Railroad Men Trying to Secure 
the Cooperation of Shippers. 
Some Timely Suggestions by 
Chas. M. Pepper in His Ad- 
dress to the Association. 


At the meeting of the General Man- 
agers’ Association of the Southeast, 
held last week in Atlanta, the sub- 
ject of the careless packing and care- 
less handling of freight was given 


|considerable attention. 


The railroad men are’ trying to se- 
cure the .cooperation of shippers in 
preventing loss and damage to freight 
by devising 4 establishing uniform 
standards of packing to be employed 
throughout the United States. The 
railroad men hold their customers not 
blameless when shipments go wrong 
or when they reach their destination 
in broken and damaged condition. 

As proof of the justice of their 
claims that their customers have been 
careless on their part, the railroads 
are distributing an illuminating pam- 
phiet entitled “Why Freight Is Lost or 
Dameged.” This little pamphlet, pre- 
pared by A. C./ Kenly, is illustrated 
with some illuminating pictures of 
how freight is mismarked, misbranded 
and put up in insecure and unsatis- 
factory shape. The railroads are seek- 
ing to show that under these condl- 
tions loss is inevitable. 

The General Managers’ Association 
of the Southeast is composed of rail- 
road men who are in charge of traf- 
fic and freight matters in this terri- 
tory. At the Atlanta meeting there 
were present about fifty presidents, 
vice presidents, general managers, |

“Particular attention is again called | 
to this subject, and while not at all, 
excusing the carriers for failing in 
perfect service, and reserving the right | 
to make claims upon them therefor, | 
we at the same time ask our mem- 
bers to see that the carriers can have | 
no just causes for complaint by the, 
making of unreasonable claims upon) 
them, nor by our members for not 
using proper materials and care in the | 
packing of their goods nor in the 
proper handling of them before leav-; 
ing their houses.” 

Shippers Being Urged. 

The railroads in this territory | 
urging the shipyars of the southeast | 
to devote more careful attention to | 
this subject and to see that packages , 
are in good condition for shipment be- 
fore they leave the house. Goods 
packed in frail crates, or in boxes of 
insufficient strength, or tn bags which 
are so frail that they are almost sure 
to break or come loose at the ends, 
will almost inevitably be subject to, 
loss and damage in transit. The forty- 
eight illustrations of how goods ought 
not to be shipped, contained in the 
pamphlet which is being distributed, / 
tell their own lesson. 

This reform has been actively agt- 
tating the railroads in this territory 
for the past eighteen months. The 
sending of a special agent of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor to 
Atlanta grew out of a letter from 
Charles A. Wickersham, president of 
the General Managers’ Association of 
the Southeast, to Secretary Nagel, of 
the department. In his reply Secretary 
Nagel sald: — 

“The matter of packing merchandise 
for transportation is one of the high- 
est importance in connection with the 
extension of trade, and especially so 
with that consigned to foreign coun- 
tries. The department has given con- 
siderable attention to the matter and 
has published numerous reports in 
regard to it, some of them illustrated, 
from special agents and consular of- 
ficers. It was made a subject of con- 
ference with representatives of lead- 
ing railroad and steamship lines, from 
which good results were secured.

GERMAN SOLDIER 


y [5 ILL-TREATED 


Afraid of Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers. 


At Court-Martial of Sergeant 
Privates Testify They Are 
Afraid to Tell the Truth, 
‘Believing They Would Suffer 
a Worse Punishment. 


——————— 


Berlin, June 12.—That privates in the 


army are still the victims of cruelty at 


the hands of non-commissioned officers 
was made clear by ihe evidence at a 
court-martial which sat recently to try 
a sergeant named Riehmke, of the 
Kaiser Frang regiment of Grenadier 
Guards, on a charge of systematic 
cruelty to men under him. 

The period embraced by the charges 
ranged from the Christmas of 1907 to 
the gutumn of !908 The indictment 
wae filed by the military prosecutor, 


_who alleged that Riehmke had beaten 


goldiers, and had cuffed and kicked 
them. A grenadier named Schwede- 
shager had deserted on account of the 
cruelty practiced on him, and this led 
to the sergeant’s conduct coming to the 
notice of his superior officers. The first 
witness was Schwedeshager, who de- 
clared that he had been maltreated two 
or three times every week, and he de- 
gerted to escape further ill-treatment. 
He had, he said, repeatedly received vio- 
lent blews in the face, had been trodden 
upon. and had been beaten with the butt 
end of a rifie. Riehmke had also beaten 
him with the fiat of his sword. 
Afraid to Tell Truth. 
Replying to a question of the presid- 
ing officer why he had not complained, 
he deciared that he and all the other 
soldiers were afraid to tell the trutn, 
believing that they would suffer still 
more by exciting Riehmke’s anger. An- 
other grenadier, Assmussen, gave eévi- 
dence that Riehmke had compelled all 
the men in the company to stand on 
tiptoe for eight minutes. The pain and 
exhaustion soon became extreme, and 
when Asemussen showed signs of being 
unable to remain longer im this position 
Riehmke hit him in the face, causing 
blood to fiow. Bartels, another private, 
gave evidence that he had been repeat- 
edly beaten and kicked by Sergeant 
Riehmke. Private Waldschak also tes- 
tified that he and other soldiers in 
his company had been systematically 
maltreated. Private Rosen swore that 
he had been beaten, thrashed, and 
kicked. Private Meler said that he had 
suffered maltreatment almost every 
day of his service. Sometimes even two 
or three times a day. Other men gave 
similar evidence, and acts of cruelty by 


Sergeant Riehmke were spoken to by a 
eorporal who had himseif witnessed 


them.

Persian customs, which she has had am- 
ple opportunity of studying. The prince 
says he does not know what he shouid 
do without her, for she is the only pef- 
son who can explain what he wants to 
the new world he has entered, and who 
can introduce him to its many new won- 
ders. “So strange are they to me,” he 
told her, “that I want to keep rather 
quiet at present, because one must get 
used to them little by little. Everything 
is upside down here. I feel as if 1 
were walking on a ceiling. I suppose 
you get’ accustomed to it in time.” 

He much wishes to visit England and 
America, but the shah, who does not 
like constitutions, liberal ,opinions, or 
democracy, says he must spend his time 
of exile in Russia. “and here,’ says 
the prince, ‘I shall have to stay.”’

MUFFLER CUT OUT. 
SUFFICIENT SIGNAL 


Wisconsin Circuit Court Judge, 
in Passing on Appealed Case, 
Holds That Exhaust Noise Is 
as Effective as Bell or Horn. 


Judicial approval of the muffler cut 
out as sufficient signal device for warn- 
ing pedestrians and traiffc on Wiscon- 
sin roads has been given in a lawusit. 
tried before Judge E. B. Belden of the 
circuit court of Racine county in a 
novel appeal from the county municipal 
court. Automobilists, not onlv in the 
Badger state, where the statutes re- 
quire every motor car to be provided 
not onty with brakes, but a bell, horn 
or other signal device, but in other 
states where similar provisions obtain 
in the state laws, are being apprised 
of the verdict of the jury in Judge 
Belden’s court. 

Three automobile drivers were ar- 
rested in Mount Pleasant for failure to 
have a bell or a horn while driving on 
the highways. Their defense was that 
the car was equipped with a muffler 
cut out, which was a proper signal de- 
vice. Two cases were tried in the low- 
er court, resulting in an acquittal in 
one case ahd a conviction in another. 
The latter case was appealed. After 
a vigorous presecution by the state, 
the jury of six farmers of Racine 
county, deliberating less than ten min- 
utes, voted for acquittal, Attorney 
Martin J. Gillen, representing the 
Mitchell Motor Car Company, 
cine, prominent in gathering the senti- 
ment of the leaders in many of the 
state’s motoring circles, has indicated 
to the attorneys for the state that the 
ordinary pedestrian or driver on a 
highway hears the muffler cut out ex- 
plosions when a bell or horn would be 
ineffectual. A practical demonstration 
for the jury in Judge Belden’s court 
hastened the unanimous decision of the 
jurymen.

AGREEMENT REACHED 
ON TARIFF PARAGRAPHS 


By the Republican Members 
of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 


_ Washington, June 12.—The republic. 
an members of the senate committee 
On finance met today and passed upon 
a number of paragraphs in the tariff 
bill, on which no agreement had been 
reached before the bill was reported. 
It was agreed that a rate of three- 
eighths of a cent shoulqd be recom- 
mended on beams and structural steel 
valued at less than $18 a ton, and 
four-tenths of a cent when valued at 
more than $18; 3 cents a pound in- 
Stead of 2 cents on boracid acid: $1.50 
a ton On barytes, the same as fixed by 
the house, and that no change from 
the house rate would be made in sul- 
phate of ammonia. 

Many other paragraphs were con- 
sidered, and an agreement reached to 
make no change from the form in 
which the bill was reported. It was 
decided to place a duty of 15 per cent 
ad valorem on hides, the same as is 
now collected under the Dingley law. 
The glass schedule, and no change wag 
made on plate glass, but the McCumber 
amendment, materially reducing the 
rates on common window glass, prob- 
ably will be adopted.

SOUGHT BY TURKEY 


Important District About to

Petersburg, June 12.—The im- 
portant digtrict of Urumiah, in north- 
western Persia, seems about to fall 
into Turkish possession unless strong 
measures are taken.

_ Of course, this pick is just one man’s 
opinion and also an opinion based only 
on the performances shown to date 
and the records to date. The men who 
are now entitled to the call for the 
positions may not be entitled to it a 
month from now or when the season 
ends, but there will be thousands upon 
thousands of fans who will differ with 
the writer on his opinion as to who 
are entitled to the places. 

The team will be picked 
regular men, two catchers, 
ers and one utility player. 

First Base. 


The first hase position this year is 
not very hard to choose from. “very 
man playing the initial sack is a fairly 
good fielder, but when fielding. base 
running and hitting are taken into 
consideration, the pick is made easy. 

In the writer's opinion, Robertson, 
the first baseman of the Nashville 
team, is the find of the season and, 
incidentally, the best first baseman. 
He is hitting at a .284 clip and field- 
ing nicely. He ts also a good base 
runner. “Scoops’’ Carey is the best 
flelding first baseman, but as hitting 
counts, the call goes to Robertson. 
Dexter, the first baseman of the Pel- 
icans, is a good man, but Robertson 
appears to be his superior. 

Second Base. 

Every man at this position is a good 
fielder, but every man is not a good 
hitter, nor is every man a good base 
runner. This position is the pivot 
around which all the infield plays re- 
volve, and a player has got to be con- 
sidered whose head work is an impor- 
tant factor in the winning of games for 
his team. If a second baseman blows 
up, then the infleld goes to pieces. 

Sast, Rhoton, Demont, Flood, Cran- 
ston, Rockenfeld, Bowen and Jordan 
are all good second basemen. Cranston 
is the best hitter of the lot, at the pres- 
ent time being the league leader, but 
he is not much of a base runner, nor 
does he display any great amount of 
heady work in diagnosing plays. 

Otto Jordan, the Atlanta second 
baseman, is the peer of them all when 
it comes to playing the keystone sack. 
He may not be any great hitter, but 
when it comes to mapping out defen- 
sive plays, he is the peer of them all. 
Then, what about his base running? 
Otto has got to be handed a large 
boost when it comes to his ability on 
the paths. He is not any Harry Bay 
when it comes to sprinting, but he 
knows just when to go and usually 
gets away with such a long start that 
the catcher has to throw deadly true 
to get him. Jordan is having one of 
his good years, and that is very good, 

Short Stop. 

At short stop a man is needed who 
can cover a world of ground. A man 
who can think and act quickly and a 
man who is not to go after any kind 
of a ball. The short stop position, 
after considering all the qualifications 
of ever man for the position, nar- 
rows itself down to three players—Sen- 
tell of Mobile, Boucher of Little- Rock 
and Butler of Nashville. Again the 
same elements of playing as enter into 
a second baseman’'s play must be con- 
sidered when a man ts picked for the 
short stop position. 

Boucher and Butler are good fielders 
and fair hitters, also fair base run- 
ners, but neither’.of them are equal 
to Sentell in any department of the 
game. The captain of the Gulls is hit- 
ting close to .300, gets on the bases as 
much as any man on his team, is a fine 
base runner, a fielder who is not 
afraid of any ball hit, and, above all, 
one of the headiest men playing the 
game today in the south.

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ATURAL JEWELS or rue HANDS 
by Mme.Lina Cavalieri, the

While hair is the crown of beauty a lovely hand, she asserts, is the sceptre 
of beauty. In this article she tells: how to care for the “natural jewels” 
that adorn that sceptre. Next week she will write on “How ‘to Beautify

AINTY finger nails are Nature’s finish- 

ing touch for a beautiful woman. 

They have always seemed to me to 

be the natural jewels of the hands, and if 

they are in good order, that other jewels 
are unnecessary, if not superfluous. 

Let me describe these jewels at their 
best. They are of color pink, as the deep, 
fresh heart of a blush rose. In shape they 
are nearly like the filbert nut. In size they 
are in good proportion to the size of the 
finger and the hand. They must be neither 
too large nor too small. They must seem to 
be long. They are more like the petals of 
a half-blown rose, or the lining of a sea- 
shell, than anything elseinnature. At their 
base must be a crescent tiny in proportion 
to the size of the nail, but as clear cut and 
silvery as a young moon on the night of 
its debut in the sky. 

Is there need to say that the other end 
sf the nail be spotless, as utterly beyond 
suspicion as the character of Caesar’s wife? 
There must not be the slightest rim nor 
shadow to darken the fair pinkness of 
those nails. * 

The skin about them must seem to bear 
but remote and casual relation to the nails. 
‘ft must be discouraged from any intimacy 
with the nail, any closer intimacy, shall we 
eéay, than the thorny calyx with the rose? 
It serves, indeed, the same purpose. It is 
the mere protector of its charming charge. 

Thus should the nails be. But how to 
make and keep them so is what we must 
discuss to-day. In the first. place, as to 
their daily care. If they are in normally 
good condition, the morning hand bath 
should be supplemented by soaking the 
nails themselves for five minutes in warm 
soeapsuds or lather made of castile soap. 

This supplemental nail bath should be 
followed by a careful pressing back with 
the towel of the skin about the nails until 
each portion of the skin is detached. 

A third step in the daily care of the nails 
is to brush the nail vigorously with a hair 
brush dipped into the soapsuds. 

Notice next whether any portion of the 
skin about the nails is still attached, or if 
not attached, is slightly sore. If it is, that 
portion of the nail should he anointed with 
a. bit of camphor ice or with vaseline or 
lanoline, or a preparation containing witch 
hazel. If necessary, wrap it round with 
white muslin or white silk. 

If in +» ‘te of all these endeavo. there 
remains a faintly dark rim around the end 
of the nail, one further process is necessary. 
Wrap around the pointed end of an orange- 
wood stick a bit of antiseptic cotton. 
Moisten this with a few drops of peroxide 
ef hydrogen. With this carefully remove 
the dust that may remain between the 
mail and the skin. Never use a steel in- 
strument, an ivory mail cleaner, or any- 
thing harder than the cotton wrapped 
sround the end of the orange stick. If 
you do, the sensitive skin under the nail 
is lacerated. Dust settles upon the ragged 
ends of the skin, and the ugly, disiiguring 
dark rim is evident. 

If the nails becomie brittle {t is because 
they are dry and they should at once be 
moistened by an oil bath. Into a small. 
shallow bowl pour a gill or more of olive 
oil. Soak the nail in this for ten minutes 
or longer every evening until the condition 
is corrected. If for any reason this is not 
feasible, massage them every evening with 
cold cream. 

If white gpots appear under the nails rub 
the nail with slices of lemon. a 

Sometimes the nails grow soft:and dulk 
In such case I have found of value this

There are scissors made 
especially for cutting the nails of the right 
hand, and vice versa. 

One orange atick. 

One box of powdered pumice. 

One box of nail powder. 

First go around the outer edge of the nafil 
with an orange stick,. pressing the cuticle 
back firmly but softly, but do not press the 
nail, which is exceedingly sensitive. Any 
pressure upon it may injure’the sensitive 
cutis beneath. Coax ‘tae white half-moon 
at the base of the nail into full view. This 
moon, like the other young moon, is relué- 
tant'to appear. 

Then file the nail into any shape you 
wish. A slightly pointed effect is admissi- 
ble, and is becoming to nearly all hands. 
It especially counteracts the plampness of 
the hand that nature has made too short. 
Dipping the nail polisher or brush into the 
powder, rub the nail until my figure : of 
their being “natural jewels of the hands” 
becemes apparent. Stop short of a too’ high 
polish, With the extra brush remove all 
the powder that has‘:dhered. 

Most manicures assist the process by 
soaking the hands alternately for five min- 
utes after they have teen filed. “~~ MN Be 

The palms of the hands add. a polish to 
nails that are not readily susceptible to the 
polisher. You will find that the oftener 
you polish your nails the more susceptible 
do they become of polish, ‘

The woman whose hair curls sufficiently 
to please her need only apply this mixture 
once a week on retiring. For others it can 
be used oftener. It should be applied to 
the hair with a soft sponge. The hair 
should then be rolled over paper-covered 
rubber curlers or hairpins covered with 
paper. 

From Syracuse comes a request for di- 
rections for “a proper shampoo.” My cor- 
respondent complains that her scalp is hot 
and dry. 

The best method of shampooing the hair 
is, in my opinion, to rub two or three hand- 
fuls, or as much as is needed, through the 
hair and upon the scalp. Draw the lIong 
ends of the hair together to the top of the 
scalp and lather well about the neck. Mas- 
sage the hair well with the soap. Then 
pour upon the head pitcher after pitcher of 
warm water, or play upon it with the bath 
spray. Gradually reduce the temperature 
of the water until it is cool, though hever 

" cold. Cold water causes a shock to the 
scalp that is detrimental to the nerves. 

I have told of the simplest shampoo I 
know. For brunettes who wish to pre- 
serve the glossy duskiness of their hair, this 
is beneficial: 


Rum or red wine .. 1 wineglassful 
Yolk of one egg. 


There is no arbitrary usage in the matter 
of singeing the ends of the hair. When 
the ends are split singe them. There is no 
need at any other time. But I have noticed 
that the need is liable to occur In my hair 
about once in two months. The singeing 
should always precede the shampoo, for the 
odor of burnt hair is not a desirable fra- 
grance. 

One word more concerning the hair. Be 
scrupulous about your brushes. If neces- 
sary dip them into a bowlful of lather made 
of white castile soap every day after the 
morning brushing. A half dozen drops of 
ammonia tn the water will help to cleanse 
them. Rinse them thoroughly, so that ne 
particle of the soap remains. , 

I have said that the scalp must be kept 
cool. Brushing helps to preserve this con- 
dition. I have known girls, who came home 
tired after a day at business, to wrap a few 
bits of ice In a towel and place it upon the 
flushed and burning scalp, feverish from a 
day of intense mental activity. This soon 
cools the scalp, relieves the congestion in 
the head and sends the blood dashing back 
toward other centres. Massage also re- 
lieves the congestion. 

Avoid a dry scalp as much as you do a 
hot one. Indeed, the dryness is the effect of 
the heat. This can be corrected by mas- 
sage. Lotions containing oil are many. If 
the tri-weekly massage fails to release the 
oil from the sebaceous glands there may be 
a few applications of this:

In extreme cases aid can be secured by 
such means. But ordinarily it is much bet- 
ter to persistently massage the scalp until 
the scalp has become sufficiently moist and 
oily.

How can I best cleanse 
it?” asks a Chicago girl, | 

She should use freely as soon as she 
reaches her room a good cold cream. The 
first application will cleanse the face, as she 
will discover when with a piece of old but 
clean linen or muslin or silk she removes it 
The grimy condition of that cloth wil 
amaze her and show the necessity. of having 
removed the first coat. Apply a second 
massaging the face lightly, but firmly, with 
the cream, following the lines of the mus- 
cles and always rubbing upward. Remem- 
ber that age drags the muscles downward. 
Massage tries to correct that tendency by « 
counter action.

The steam- 
er ‘Prinzess Irene was !80 miles away 
when the call “CQD” was picked up. 
The operator flashed back his answer 
and learned the location of the strick- 
en ship. The _ Prinszess Irene then 
hastened at full speed to the rescue 
and every soul on board the Slavonia 
was saved. 

It was shortly before midnight, of 
Wednesday, June 9, that the wireless 
distress signal was received on board 
the Prinzess Irene. The operator 
answered and immediately got a mes-~- 
sage in reply saying the Slavonia was 
ashore and where, and asking the 
Prinzess Irene to come to her as- 
sistance.

Portsmouth, England, June 12.—The 
delegates to the imperial press con- 
ference, who are spending the day here 
as the guests of the admiralty, have 
witnessed a naval spectacle seldom 
equaled. 

Stretched out in seven lines in the 
roadstead, extending from Crowes road 
to the sea forts guarding the entrance 
to Spit Head, the vitiors saw the sec- 
tion of the British neet which always 
is fully manned and equipped in read- 
iness for instant action.
